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SCHEMING YET FOR ARTHUR 


TRYING TO HOODWINK THE ED 
MUNDS MEN. 
HE SHARP TRICK WHICH THE FRIENDS OF 
THE ADMINISTRATION ARE ATTEMPTING 
TO CARRY OUT AT UTICA. 

Urica, April 22.—If President Arthur’s 
élaim for nomination at Chicago depends upon 
his success in the New-York Convention his 
friends may as well give up all hope. With 
nearly all of his stanchest friends here, and 
with the knowledge that they have gained 
since their coming of the hopelessness 
of making a slaughter fight in his behalf, they 
now openly admit that he is beaten. With the 
spryness of other politicians, who are not to be 
discouraged utterly by repulse, they are devoting 
their energies and experience to ascertaining some 
way of snatching something from the ruin, or so 
to impair the victory that appears to be won by 
Arthur's opponents, that they may be able to 
show the country that, while the State may not 
be for Arthur, neither is it for his chief op- 
ponent, Blaine. 

The events of the day have nearly all been 
crowded into the afternoon. During the morn- 
ing there were few arrivals. The earliest were 
Mr.T. C. Platt and Mr. Louis F. Payn, whocamein 
between land 2 o'clock. Mr. Platt went straight 
to his room, but Mr. Payne lingered for a while 
to talk with two belated correspondents about 
the futility of the efforts being made by Arthur's 
friends to muster a majority. even by combining 
with the friends of all Mr. Blaine’s opponents, 
Among the men who appeared later was Mr. 
Silas B. Dutcher, the working man of the little 
Conkling coterie that haunted the Delavan House 
during the bitter contest of 188lat Albany. Mr. 
Dutcher was, as he always is in such contests, 
buoyant with confidence in the success of the 
man he had chosen to serve. Simultaneous 
with his appearance the report began to 
circulate that the Arthur’ men would 
offer to the convention, for a delegate at 
large, the name of the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher. 
When Senator Warner Miller came along a little 
jater and heard this report he only smiled. This 
intimation that the Arthur men would offer 
anybody seemed audacious, for the notion 
bad not been entertained that their ad- 
vice had to be sought in picking 
out the delegates to represent the whole conven- 
tion. Solongas Mr. Warren and Mr. Dutcher 
were not crowded by delegates their plans for 
using an anti-Arthur convention to elect Arthur 
delegates served to furnish a topic for amusing 
conversation. 

When the afternoon trains began to come in 
and Mr. T. R. Proctor saw his halls and rooms 
swarm with delegates to overflowing, the 
talk changed and it began to be apparent 
that a determination was being aroused to 
select the delegates at large, the Chair- 
man of the convention, and the new 
State Committee from among unquestionable 
opponents of Mr. Arthuras a candidate for Presi- 
dent. The Arthur men soon detected this drift 
of opposition. It strengthened when the New- 
York delegation arrived. This half-hearted lot 
seemed to have come along prepared to admit 
deteat as soon as they could get their overcoats 
off. 

Senator Miller, sitting in his room on the main 
hall. had been called upon by the outspoken 
Blaine men and by George B. Sloan, James W. 
Wadsworth, and other more or less posi- 
tive Edmunds men. The Senator ap- 
peared to be troubled, uncommunica- 
tive, and lacking in the confidence of 
some of his.friends. It is possible he may have 
anticipated the move which the Arthur men be- 
gan later, and was “ thinking up” a way of head- 
ing off the sharp trick. Collector’ Robertson and 
Mr. Duguid, of Syracuse, who had expected to 
find somebody prepared to suggest a programme 
upon which the anti-Administration dele- 
gates could proceed, reported that they 
could ascertain nothing. There -was no 
one who had come prepared to suggest 
either a plan of organization or delegates 
at large, and it appeared that this task was all to 
be begun and worked out after consultation with 
delegates. There was some disappointment at 
this discovery. No one would have resented the 
cffer of a plan, and the suggestion of several 
pames of men who were known to be opposed to 
Arthur, with the understanding that the four to 
be. chosen were to be decided upon after the 
merits and availability of all had been discussed. 

There was no lack of candidates. Gen. Robin- 
son, of whom some politicians may have heard, 
was on hand, and some of his friends were sug- 
gesting that, as he had never been seen in a State 
Convention before, had never received anything 
worth mentiouing from the party, and had ren- 
dered eminent services, it would be a pleasant 
thing to nominate him for delegate at large. 

Gen. N. M. Curtis, although called a Blaine 
man, was suggested by some of the Arthur men 
as a good man to put before the convention. The 
St. Lawrence people assented to this, notwith- 
standing the constitutional aversion of St. 
Lawrence men to accept public positions, 
and as a reason for doing it referred 
to the fact that Mr. Curtis had, in 1880, in this 
very city of Utica, offered the resolution which 
foretold the repudiation of the instructions given 


to delegations and the adoption by the Chicago 
Convention of the resolution abolishing the unit 
ruic. 

Late in the afternoon, and when newly arriv- 
ing delegates were frantically hunting up rooms, 
some with good success and others with indiffer- 
ent results, a report began to be passed among 
the delegates that the Arthur men were at- 
tempting a combination with the friends of Ed- 
munds. - There had been a count of noses 
somewhere, and it had been discovered 
that Artbur was very badly in the rear. Gen. 
George H. Sharpe, Gen. Warren, Gen. Dickey, 
Gen. Daggett, Gen. Clint Wheeler, and other 
eminent Arthur followers had been closeted for 
an hourortwo. When the “ boys” from New-York 
heard the result of this bedroom council they de- 
elared their programme with a frankness so open 
as to excite surprise and much suspicion. Col. 
Dickey, of the State Committee, and Con Cregan 
Arthur men, both announced that “all was up’ 
with Arthur; that the Blaine men were “too 
many” for him, and that at a conference, to be 
held laterin the evening, an attempt was to be 
made to combine the Arthur and Edmunds 
men, and allow the latter to name four 
delegates at large, who should be voted 
tor to-morrow by the Blaine and Arthur men. 
This programme, while it did not accomplish the 
victory hoped for by Arthur’s admirers, would 
at least be gratifying in that it would belp the 
Arthur stalwarts to strike an effective blow at 
Cornell, Warner Miller, and Payn, and the whole 
company of half-breeds who were determined to 
commit the convention to Blaine. 

This talk became general as the evening ad- 
vanced. That some one ofthe Arthur men had 
su ted to the Edmunds men the advantage of 
this alliance was evidenced, for several of the 
Edmunds men who were disposed to share 
the delegates at large with the Blaine men 
carried the news to Senator Miller. This 
did not at all clarify the distressed Senator’s in- 
tellect, and, among some of his most intimate 
friends, who were running out and in of his 
room to learn whether any adjustment was to be 
made satisfactory to all the opponents of Ar- 
thur’s nominaticn, loud and indignant talk was 
indulged in by the most impious ones because a 
weil considered plan had not been offered and 
tried, 

At8 o'clock this evening the State Committee 
had a meeting in the head-quarters on the parlor 
floor. The work to be done by the committee, 
which is usually disposed of quickly and without 
difficulty, was to name a temporary Chairman 
for to-morrow, make up the Committee on 
Credentials and arrange for seating the delegates. 
The committee sat for two hours doing nothing 
but approving the list of delegates and giving 
out the tickets to the Congressional districts. 1t 

hen adjourned, to meet to-morrow at 10 o’clock.

bere was some talk of naming the Hon. James 
. Wadsworth as a compliment to the Edmunds 
men of the anti-Arthur stripe, but Mr. Wads- 
worth has not the Parliamentary qualifica- 
tions for the place and does not desire it. 
By far the most popular man named 
and one who would be acceptable as a fair- 
minded and capable Chairman, is the Hon. E. L. 
Pitts.- If Mr. Husted should be chosen to pre- 
side over the temporary organization it is re- 
garded as certain that Mr. Pitts will be made per- 
manent Chairman. Mr. Pitts arrived to-night. 
He is not a delegate, but will be substituted. 
Little has been saidabout the platform. It is 
understood that Gen. Husted, who will have a 
lace upon the Committee on Resolutions, has 
n  preparin a draft for submission 
to the committee when appointed. The 
platform will make a brief but_ unmistakably 
te ney + og | reference to the President, com- 
mending his Administration in a general way. 
It will also pay a_ tribute of praise to 
the Republican Legislature, enumerat- 
ing the excellent reform measures which it 
has eng and which a Democratic Governor 
has n constrained to approve. It will pro- 
nounce in favor of stopping the silver coinage, 
and of course will havea plank advocating ad- 
herence to the policy of protection. Some of the 
Blaine men have expressed a desire that an ex- 
pression favoring a vigorous forei policy 
should be given, but the exposure of the feature 
of Mr. Blaine will, if it gets into the rough draft, 
probably disappear under discussion in a com- 
mittee containing a proportion of Edmunds men.

AMONG THE DELEGATES. 
TALK AND RUMORS AND PLANS OF 
NEW COMERS. 

Unica, April 22.—A horrible suspicion 
arose inthe minds of some of the anti-Arthur 
people when they saw a curious story in the 
Utica Morning Herald. Its purport was 
that Mr. Arthur’s warm personal friend, 
Chairman Warren, of the State Com- 
mittee, had a long conference with Mr. 
Whitelaw Reid in New-York yesterday, and 
that a compromise had been agreed upon there 
and then. The terms of the alleged compact 
were that Mr. Cornell was to be tumbled over- 
board, and that the four delegates at largeshould 
be Mr. Miller and Mr. Reid, representing the 
Blaine sentiment, and Henry Ward Beecher and 
ex-Mayor Becker, of Buffalo, who are in sympa- 
thy with the Arthur crowd, 

Mr. Warren was in New-York yesterday, and 
when he reached Utica he was accompanied by 
Mr. Clint Wheeler. That he should have come 
from Buffalo to Utica, via Gotham, was con- 
sidered a suspicious circumstance, tending only 
to corroborate the newspaper yarn. Its effect 
was temporarily just as demoralizing to the anti- 
Arthur people asifit had becomean established 
fact. Mr. Cornell’s friends, who are here in con- 
siderable force, immedigtely began to probe the 
matter. There was nothing to be ascertained 
definitely until Senator Miller arrived from his 
Herkimer home. He was promptly interviewed 
by the anti-Arthur men. They breathed a long 
sigh when they left his room, and said they were 
satisfied that the Senator knew nothing of any 
such scheme. The air was clearer after the mat- 
ter had been disposed of. The evident satisfac- 
tion of the Arthur men over the flurry that had 
been caused left no doubt in the minds of some 
observers as to the origin of the canard. 

When Mr. Warren and his friends saw how the 
tide was running against them and their candi- 
date, they began to talk seriously of a compro- 
mise. Their opponents were willing to concede 
that one Edmunds delegate at large, or 
eyen two, should be selected, though they 
said they should insist upon knowing all 
about the pedigree of the gentleman proposed. 
To Mr. Roosevelt the Arthur men offered no se- 
rious opposition. What they wanted was to 
smuggle in somebody who might be relied upon 
to give Mr. Arthur a vote in preference to Mr. 
Blaine. While no formal terms were offered 
by those who were authorized to speak 
for Mr. Arthur, they discussed a number of 
names which would be acceptable to them. No- 
body was satisfied with their list save themselves, 
They thought they saw their opportunity when 
the Edmunds delegation came in from Albany, 
and “ Four straight-out Edmunds delegates” be- 
came their cry. They overdid the thing, and the 
shrewdest of the Edmunds men very soon dis- 
covered that they were to be used as the Wads- 
worth delegates were used in 1882. 

A groupe of disconsolate gentlemen, nearly all 
of them Arthur men, occupied seats at one of the 
tablesin the Baggs Hotel dining-room in the 
evening. John F. Smyth sat at the head of the 
table with pronounced Arthur men at the right 
and left. Silas Dutcher was on one 
side, with Congressman Burleigh at his left, 
Clinton Wheeler was on the other, with Collector 
Smart at his elbow. George Bliss came in and 
jocosely asked if he might break bread with 
them. He was heartily received. The Blaine 
men one their shoulders when they noted 
the coterie and saw the exchange of confidential 
communications. 

The friends of Mr. Miller have not moved with 
extraordinary rapidity during the day. They, 
too, waited to hear from the Edmunds contin- 

nt, which included such members of the Legis- 

ature as Senators Thomas and Gilbert and As- 
semblymen Roosevelt, Erwin, O’Neil, Otis, 
Hendricks, Royton, Van Duzer, and Curtis. 
Messrs. Roosevelt, O’Neil, and Erwin, at one time 
and another, conferred with Senator Miller. 
They were all disposed to accede to the selec- 
tion of Mr. Miller and Mr. Cornell, neither 
of whom can be accused of entertaining 
any strong regard for Mr. Arthur. It was 
argued that the other two men should be 
pronounced Edmunds men without a taint either 
oft Arthur or Biaine about them. Mr. Roose- 
velt’s friends urged his selection and coupled 
with his name that of Congressman Wadsworth. 
But Mr. Miller evidently had friends whose 
references were to be considered before either 

dmunds men or Independents. The Onondaga 
delegation, with Duguid at its head, were tug- 
ging away at his coat-tails with a candidate. 
“ Frank Hiscock,” they said, * has our 19 Onun- 
daga and Cortland votes. Behold our candi- 
date.” Then, again, the friends of George 
B. Sloan were importunate’ and demand- 
ed recognition. e Arthur men made 
the speaker’s famous gesture when the names of 
both Mr. Sloan and Mr. Wadsworth were men- 
tioned in their presence. Mr. Sloan was too new 
a convert to Edmunds to suit them. In Mr. 
Wadsworth they thought they saw a leaning 
toward Blaine. About the Miller head-quarters 
everything was uncertainty itself. 

At midnight, while the question as to who 
shall be delegates at large and whether they 
shall be decided upon before the convention 
is held or fought for in the convention is 
not decided, there is a glimmer of hope 
that the Blaine and Edmunds men will agree on 
four men on whom al! will support. It ap- 
pears that the trouble has been, according to one 
account, all day long among the Blaine men to 

et rid of one candidate who has sepermea to 
ere a strong hold on some of the Blaine 
leaders. This candidate is Mr. Whitelaw Reid. 
Senator Miller is represented as having insisted 
on having him named. A strong opposition 
developed against him, particularly among the 
Cornell-Blaine men, and it is deemed probable 
the delegation will be made up with Mr. Warner 
Miller and ex-Gov. Cornell as Blaine men and 
Mr. George B. Sloan and Mr. Theodore Roosevelt 
as Edmunds men. A 

A canvass made by a Blaine man to-night has 
satisfied him that the Edmunds men must vote 
with the friends of Blaine rather than with the 
Administration, as they have had 65 votes, and 
an attempt to throw them for Arthur would re- 
sult in the desertion of 15 or 200f them who are 
utterly opposed to Arthur. 

It had mn loudly prociaimed that a large 
majority of the Brooklyn delegates were for Ed- 
munds. It may be injustice to these worthy gen- 
tlemen to say it, but they are certainly viewed 
with some suspicion by those who have known 
something of the intricacies of Brooklyn politics. 
The Brooklyn men talked loudly, and said they 
wanted a —— at large. It was given out 
that he would an Edmunds man. This was 
meant for Edmunds countrymen. They embraced 
the Brooklynites and discussed Edmunds. The 
prevailing idea among the Edmunds men just 
about this time was that four Edmunds i 
could be elected. The Arthur managers had been 
insidiously sowing the seed that was bearing this 
fruit. : e 

It was with much interest that the Edmunds 
men waited for a conference of the re 
mentoend. Its only result was the taking of a 
ballot to determine which honored son Brooklyn 
desired to senda to Chicago. Two of them 
sprang into the field—Gen. B. F. Tracy and 

win M. Packard, Chairman of the Youn 
Men’s Republican Club. Gen. Tracy receiv: 
18 votes and Mr. Packard 20. This dazed the 
outside Edmunds men. Gen. Tracy is an 
Arthur man. When the inharmonious con- 
ference broke up it was with the un- 
derstandin that they would try_ it 
over room F the morning. The name of John 
Winslow, formerly District Attorney of Kings, 
was suggested by somebody as the one upon 
whom union would be possible. It was suspected 
that he was an Arthur man in disguise, and the 
Edmunds men were shocked at what they

There 
were half a dozen long-haired half-crazy coun- 
trymen who boisterously demanded an out-and- 
out Edmunds delegation. They were over- 
ruled by the more practical ones, but were by 
no means Govnyet. Messrs. Erwin, O'Neil, and 
Curtis, of the Northern tier, Roosevelt, Van 
Duzer, and Hobbs and Doty, of Brooklyn, took 
strong ground in favor of .a combina- 
tion with the Biaine men. They saw no 
other way, they it, ot bringing the 
Arthur force to grief. heir arguments pre- 
vailed to the extent that upon an informal vote 
a large majority of those present were found to 
be in favor of the Blaine combination. Fifteen 
Brooklyn delegates were present, nine of whom 
indorsed this plan, while the other six 
were decidedly Arthurish in their sym- 
vathies. They professed to be afraid that

The conferen 
broke up with the understanding that all the 
Edmunds men who could be found should be 
again brought together in half an hour in Mr.

MEYER FRIEDMANS MURDER. 


ACCOMPLICE TELLS HOW MEN WERE 
HIRED TO KILL HIM. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 22.—John Schoff- 
ner, colored, who, with Meyer Morris, white, and 
Zeke White. @olored, was arrested last night on 
the charge of complicity in the fatal assault 
upon Meyer Friedman, in this city, 10 days ago, 
made a confession to-day. Schoffner stated that 
Morris came to him several weeks ago and asked 
him if it wasany harm to kill a Jew. Hesaid that 


Morris offered him $15 and then $20 if he would 
kill Friedman, saying he wanted to get him out 
of his way. Schoffner refused to do the deed, 
but Morris still continued to consult with him as 
to the best means to get rid of Friedman. Fi- 
nally, Morris said that Zeke White had promised 
to kill Friedman. This, Schoffner said, was told 
him several days before the killing. He then re- 
lated the details of the killing. After the assault 
Schoffner went to Morris on various occazions 
to get hush money, receiving from 10 to 
50 cents each time. He aijiso got a suit 
of clothes from Morris, Schoffner said 
Morris told him that Mrs. Friedman wanted her 
husband killed, asshe did not love him, as he 
treated her badly. Morris said that if Schoffner 
would agree to do the work, Mrs. Friedman 
would assist by getting her husband to go down 
stairs at a certain hour, and Schoffner could 
then kill him when he gotinto the hall. Morris 
and White declined to make any statement, 
except that they were innocent.

A SOCIETY WOMAN'S FALL. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 22.—A middle-aged 
woman, poorly dressed and dissipated looking, 
but still showing. traces of high breeding and 
great beauty, sat in the Quarter Sessions dock 


to-day, charged with the larceny of some 
trifling wearing apparel. Her plain black dress 
was faded an iedreagsio, and a bit of frayed 
lace was tied round her neck. Her head was cov- 
ered with an old Summer hat of black straw, 
trimmed witha bit of brown ribbon. Her hands, 
clasped together, rested in her lap, and tears 
chased one another rapidly down her cheeks. 
She was indicted under the name of Margaret 
Miller. She said that the clothes, tied 
up in a_bundle, had been given her 
to carry by a woman whom she be 
came acquainted with while she was in 

rison for intoxication, and that she did not 

now where they had come from. The jury 
nevertheless, returned a verdict of guilty, and 
the woman was sent to the County Jail by Judge 
Mitchell for 30 days. The name Miller was an 
assumed one. The woman once lived in Arch- 
street, and moved in the most exclusive society 
in the city. Her husband, now dead, was widely 
known. She hastwo sons, one of whom is an 
officer of a national bank and the other has an 
extensive medical practice. The woman has 
fallen into habits of intemperance, and run 
through her estate. She feared that her name 
might become known and her shame fall upon 
her children. No one came near her in court. 
She was, however, provided witha lawyer, whose 
fee was paid by a well-known and elegantly 
dressed society man.

THE CANADIAN CONSPIRACY CASE. 

Toronto, Ontario, April 22.—Chief-Jus- 
tice Hogarty, addressing the Grand Jury at the 
opening of the Criminal Assizes to-day, referred 
to the conspiracy case atlength. Hesaid: * We 


are not aware of any case precisely in point 
having occurred either in England or Canada. 
Aithough we would gladiv accept the guidance 
of a precedent, our regret at its absence is mod- 
ified by the consideration that perhaps for the 
first time in our history it ia charged that men 
were base enough to offer bribes to members 
ot the Legislature, or that such members 
were considered base enough to be ca- 

able of accepting them. The law of 

‘ngland is sufficiently comprehensive and 
elastic to include within its grasp as high a mis- 
demeanor as bribery of the yan ntatives of 
the people to vote contrary to their duty or be- 
lief for a corrupt consideration of a money pay- 
ment or other corrupt consideration. Parlia- 
ment has, in England, on several occasions taken 
on itself the investigation of charges as to the 
bribery of its members, and they have been ex- 
pelled from the House, and have been proceeded 
against by bill or impeachment, but no case like 
that before us hasas yet been referred to, espe- 
cially when the charge was of so general a char- 
acter as to induce by bribery an abandonment of 
one political party tor the suppori of its oppo- 
nents, 
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A STREET WHICH IS NOT A STREET. 

Burra1o, N. Y., April 22.—Judge Shel- 
don, of the Superior Court, to-day rendered a 
Gecision in the dispute between the Union Steam- 
boat Company and the city over the maintenance 
of a fence across Front-street. The company 
claims that there is no such public stfeet as 
Front-street, and it being on _ private 
property the compan has a right to 
fence it in. The object of the fence was to pro- 
tect the Italian laborers which the company 
employ from the *Longshoremen’s Union, who, 
it was feared, would attack them. The Street 
Commissioner, under the direction of the Com- 
mon Council, tore away the fence. The com- 
pany then got an injunction prohibiting the city 
from further interference. Judge Sheldon to- 
day ordered the injunction continued, He de- 
cides Front-street not a public street.

SHAKEN BY EARTHQUAKES 


SEVERE SHOCKS 1N THE EASTERN 
COUNTIES OF ENGLAND. 
BUILDINGS SHATTERED, STEEPLES AND 
CHIMNEYS TOPPLED OVER, AND OTHER 
DAMAGE DONE—THE PEOPLE ALARMED. 

Lonpon, April 22.—At 9:30 o’clock this 
morning an earthquake shock of considerable 
force was felt in the eastern counties of England. 
Localities in Essex and Suffolk were the scenes 
of great disturbance. At Ipswich, the capital of 
Suffolk County, the shock was so severe that the 
walls of the houses were perceptibly shaken, 
plates were rattled, and bells rung. The railway 
station was partially destroyed. The people 
were thrown into sucha state of consternation 
that business was for the time suspended. The 
shock was still more severe at Colchester, in 
Essex. The disturbance lasted half a minute. 
The first symptom was a deep, rumbling 
sound. This was speedily followed by a 
quaking and shaking of all the buildings. The 
church bells sounded as though swayed by un- 
seen hands. The tail chimney-stacks of the fac- 
tories crashed in ruins tothe earth, and other 
lofty structures were destroyed. The spire of 
one of the largest churches in the city, 150 feet in 
height, fell with an awful crash to the ground. 
In one part of the city a fire was caused by the 
shock. It is impossible to estimate the amount 
of the damage, but it is known tobe great. In 
the private houses the greatest confusion pre- 
vailed. Tables and chairs were overturned, 
china and glassware in cupboards and 
sideboards rattled together and was frequently 
shattered, while pictures and other ornaments 
upon the walls were loosened from their fasten- 
ings and fell to the floor. The people were ter- 
ror-stricken. Men, women, and children rushed 
shrieking into the streets, where their agonized 
criesand pale faces made a most impressive 
scene. At Chelmsford, likewise in Essex, and 
only about 30 miles from London, the shock was 
also severe, and the people were filled with terror 
and dismay. At Southend, the watering-place 
near the mouth of the Thames, the earth 
trembled for miles around. The windows 
of many dwellings were broken, chimneys 
were dashed to the earth, and crockery and glass- 
ware smashed. At Shoeburyness, a few miles be- 
yond Southend, the shock was distinctly felt. It 
was also perceptible at Bury St. Edmunds, while 
at Maidon, 10 miies east of Chelmsford, the town 
hall and private houses were swayed several 
times. The wave passed from the south to the 
north. The Giobe says that the shock was felt in 
the Strand, London. A business house, it asserts, 
was perceptibly rocked, so much so that the em- 

loyes were affected and rushed into the streets. 

he duration of the shock at Ipswich is estimated 
at three seconds. The earthquake has caused a 
general feeling of alarm and insecurity through- 
out England. 

Later advices indicate that Colchester was the 
centre of most serious disturbance. The damage 
there is estimated at £10,000. In some streets 
trafife has been forbidden for the present, as the 
buildings have been so badly shattered that they 
are considered dangerous to life and limb. The 
side walls of houses near Colchester were shaken 
out. In London there were numerous indica- 
tions of the proximity of the earthquake. The 
telegraph instruments were shaken and the shock 
was distinctly felt in Cheapside and Fleet-street. 

Lonpon, April 23.—At Colchester a child 
was killed anda woman’s skull was fractured. 
The woman isina precarious condition. There 
were many narrow escapes. The fine old 
parish church at Langenhoe was demolished, 
and the place looks as if it had been 
bombarded. An invalid at Wivenhoe died from 
terror. The damage at Wivenhoe alone is £4,000. 
At Coggeshall a number of school girls rushed 
panic-stricken into the streets, and many of them 
were crushed.

THE ENGLISH CATTLE BILL. 
DEFEAT OF THE GOVERNMENT ON A PRO- 
POSED MODIFICATION OF THE ACT. 
Lonpon, April 22.—In the House of 
Commons toeday the Right Hon. George J. Dod- 
son, Chancellor of the Duchy of Lansaster, con- 
firmed the report that 15 head of cattle had been 
found at Wimpole, in Cambridgeshire, infected 
with the foot and mouth disease. These were a 
portion of a herd of 51 head recently sent into 
Cambridgeshire from Liverpool, and the Cattle 
Inspector at Liverpool had reported that 
they were trom America. Mr. Dodson assert- 


ed, however, that the cattle could not-bave 
come from America, the Inspector to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, as al! American cattle are 
slaughtered at the ports where they are landed. 
The last Canadian cattle, moreover, landed at 
Liverpool on April 12, were perfectly sound. 
Furthermore, Mr. Do@son said, he @id not be- 
lieve there was any foot and mouth disease in 
either the United States or Canada. He moved, | 
therefore, to restore the Cuttle bill to the original 
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The Duke of Richmond’s amendment adopted by 
the Lords went further than was necessary in 
defending the 7. inst the admission 
of disease from abroad. adopted as it came 
from the House of Lords, the measure would 
inevitably tend to hamper trade and increase the 
price of meat. It would in reality be equivalent 
to protection. It was acknowledged that the 
Government attached great importance to Mr.

BALLOT-BOX STUFFING IN NEW-ORLEANS 
BY THE M’'ENERY RING. 

NeEw-ORLEANS, April 22.—The morning 
opened upon a registered population prepared 
to vote four to one against the continua- 
tion of the Democratic ring rule in New-Or- 
leans. At the opening of the polls everything 
was in readiness to give the Democracy its Wa- 
terloo, when the dominant ring disclosed its 
tactics, for which the opposition was unprepared. 
At nearly every polling place the Democratic 
Commissioners expelled the Inspectors, re- 
quired by law to be appointed by the Mayor, and 
in many cases the Commissioners named for 


the opposition were also. ejected. Simulta- 
neously with the movement, and during the con- 
fusion, a given uumber of tickets was passed 
into the ballot-box, and thus, before the first 
hour was past, thousands of straightout Demo- 
cratic tickets had been deposited in bulk to 
replace an equa] number of opposition votes 
to be extracted later on in the count. Some esti- 
mate the number of Democratic tickets so de- 

osited at from 8,000 to 10,000. Of course, under 
he law, the expulsion of these officers from the 
polls vitiates the election, but then there is no 
appeal, except to courts which are a part of the 
ring, holding their appointment from the Gov- 
ernor, who is the chief beneficiary of to-day’s 
ballot-box stuffing. 

The votes of not a single ward of New-Orleans 
will be counted to-night, and it may be some 
days before the returns are allin. It is custum- 
ary to hold open certain polls for emer- 
gencies that may arise. Only a few par- 
ishes have been heard from, but these give 
a surprisingly large vote for Stevenson (Repub- 
lican) for Governor over McEnery. In St. Charles 
he gets over 800 votes out of 900. In West Feli- 
ciana he received an unexpectedly large vote, 
and has carried St. Mary and East Baton Rouge 
by large majorities. At this rate he may be 
elected, local issues preventing the wholesale 
counting-out that has usually occurred. 

Lionel C. Levy, Chairman of the commission, 
adéressed a letter to State Registrar Cavanac, 
saying: 

“T have the honor to invite your attention to the fact

purpose in the premises and what assistance, 
if any, is desired by you which this committee 
can contribute in the interest of an honest vote 
and an honest count. Would it not perhaps be well 
for you as a State ofticer, if you consider yourself with- 
out power to afford a remedy, to cal) upon the Goy- 
ernor of the State to maintain you in the exercise of 
your authority ?” 


Mr. Cavanac, in reply, stated that he had no au- 
thority in the premises; that his duties ended 
with the registration of voters, the appointment 
of Commisioners and Clerks of election, and the 
delivering of the list of voters to the Sheriff or 
proper returning officer.

WHY LCCOMOTIVE WCRKS ARE BEING 
CLOSED—A DISCOURAGING OUTLOOK, 

PHILADELPHIA, April 22. — “Several 
causes have operated to bring about the present 
depression in the locomotive building trade,” 
said a member of the firm of Burnham, Parry, 
Williams & Co., known as the Baldwin Loco- 
motive Company, to a Philadelphia Times 
reporter to-day, “and the paramount reason has 
not been, asis generally supposed, the reaction 
against the projection of new railroad lines. 


Another and more potent factor in the depress- 
ing otf the industry has been the falling off 
of the freight traffic in all parts of the 
country, and I may say the world, and the con- 
sequent disinclination to increase rolling and 
motor stocks. This can be shown by asimple 
illustration. Onthe line of the Reading Rail- 
road, between its terminal points, there 
are 20 furnaces, of which less than 
five are now in blast. The consequent falling off 
in transportation represents figures that are tre- 
mendous. It not only precludes the possibility 
of further orders for steam sto¢ks, but also com- 
els the disuse of present rolling facilities. This 
s only an illustration of what is truc ali over the 
country. 

** It has been known for several months past,” 
said James M. Swank, Secretary of the 
American Iron and Steel Association, “that 
the Baldwin Locomotive Works were run- 
ning behind in orders. The firm made no seczvet 
of the matter, because it was a condition experi- 
enced by every locomotive-building firm in the 
country. The partial shutting down of the Bald- 
win Works has had, and will have, no effect on 
the iron industry here, as the firm has 
been gradually decreasing thew unwrought 
stock and have made no extensive pur- 
chases of irom or _ steel for a year 

ast in expectation of the depression 
ntrade. It is a significant fact, however, that 
the steel rail market is phenomenally quiet, 
and fhe production is much in excess 
of the demand. A year ago steel rails 
brought $40 a ton; they sell to-day at 
$32 and $98." Members of the firm of Morris, 
Wheeler & Co. and other iren and steel firms, 
while satisfied that the depression in the steam 
rolling stock trade would not directly affect the 
iron interests, agreed that the outlook of the in- 
dustry was far from satisfactory.

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FIVE SHAD FISHERS DROWNED. 


THEIR BOAT PROBABLY RUN DOWN BY A 


PASSING STEAMER. 

Verpuanck, April 22.—Among the 50 
shad boats which drifted down the reach op- 
posite this place when sun went down jast night 
Was one in which were Jacob Kiefer and his 11- 
year-old son, Caleb, George Hilliker and wife, 
and Nathaniel Wright. The party left the 
Knickerbocker Ice Company’s dock at 4 o’clock 
and went down to the lower end of the reach 
at Grassy Point, when the tide turned and the 
boats drifted up the river. At 8 o’clock the boats 
were seen off Tompkin’s Cove. The night was 


cold and the wind was blowing a gale. A heavy 
sea was running, and several of the boats gave 
up and, cutting adrift from the nets, made for 
the shore. : 

The boat in which were Kiefer and his party 
was lost sight of. 1t is the custom of many 
boats to stay out all night, and no special 
auxiety was felt when the party did not return. 
When morning came, however, their friends be- 
came alarmed, and search was made. About 10 
o’clock Patrick Stewart and John Brennan, of 
Verplanck, started to row across to Grassy Pc&nt, 
and when they were just below here on the west 
side of the river, and well toward the shore, near 
the point, they found a boat flouting bottom up. 
It was a four-oared clinker, with a shad net 
made fast to it, and tangled in the net with 
dozens of fish, and floating a few feet below the 
surface was the body of Hilliker. His face hada 
peaceful expression, and with the exception of a 
slight cut on the lower lip there were no in- 
juries on the body. No other bodies were found 
in the net, and nonein the boat. The port gun- 
wale was torncompletely off, and two feet from 
the bow on the port side the boat was cut down 
to the water’s . The boat was towed to Ver- 
planck, with the net and body floating behind. 
The body was removed to Hiilliker’s house, and 
Coroner Hyatt, of Sing Sing, summoned. He im- 
paneled a jury which, after.viewing the body, 
adjourned till Thursday. Meanwhile, news of 
the accident spread through the village and its 
vicinity, and searching parties at once started 
outontheriver. Allday long boats continued 
on the took-out, but up to a late hour this even- 
ing none of the bodies had been recovered. 

arious theories are advanced to account for 
the accident, which seems to have been caused 
by the boat being run down by a passing steam- 
er. The most piausible one and that generally 
accepted is that at the time Hilliker was drawing 
in the net, which was 500 yards long, a high wind 
probably extinguished the light in the boat and 
drowned the noise of the approaching steamer 
or sail-boat, whichever it was. The boat was 
struck on the port side. The gunwale was 
ripped off, and as she swung around the hole 
was cut in her. Hilliker, who was probably 
standing, was pitched head first into the water,and 
was caught in the net. His wife, the boy, and the 
other two. were probably thrown into the water 
by the shock or by the overturning of the boat, 
and it rapidly drifted away from them, and they 
soon sank tothe bottom. The accidentis a mat- 
ter of speculation at the best. It is believed that 
the bodies will be caught in the shad nets, 
and be recovered that way. No clue to the 
boat which run them down has been obtained, 
as steamers and. sail-boats are passing 
up and down the river at all hours. Hilliker was 
about 25 years old, and his wife was of about the 
same age. They had only been married a year. 
He made a living by fishing in season and work- 
ing in brick-yards during the Summer. Kiefer, 
who was 45 years old, leaves a wife and four chil- 
dren. He was the village barber and a laborer as 
well. Wright leaves a wife but no children. He 
was also a tisherman and laborer. Shad-fishing is 
one of the principal industries here, but hitherto 
no lives have been lost. To-night fewer boats 
are on the river than usual, and the sad accident 
is the sole topic of conversation.

SHOT BY HIS BROTHER-IN-LAW. 


A FIGHT WITH PISTOLS, IN WHICH ONE 
MAN IS FATALLY WOUNDED. 

BALTIMORE, Md., April 22.—A fight with 
pistols between brothers-in-law . yesterday after- 
noon gave the neighborhood of Cockeysville, in 
Zaltimore County, a sensation the like of which 
it has not had for years, and resulted in the seri- 
ous wounding of one of the participants and the 
arrest of the other.

He 
about 45 years ofage and a man of powerful 
build. Brown is about 40 years of age and works 
in the ore banks. For some years past a feud has 
existed in the family, and this has been partic- 
ularly bitter between Joshua Gill and Charles 
Brown, and threats have been made by the latter 
against the former. Yesterday morning Gill 
drove his team past Brown’s house on his way to 
the ore banks to load. Just after Gill had passed 
Brown ran out of the house, down across 
the yard, and into the road. He hal- 
looed to Gill angrily and then fired a 
pistol after him. To this Gill paid 
no heed. Brown laid in wait for his brother-in- 
law to returnin the afternoon. Gill came driving 
past, and standing on the bank was Brown wait- 
ing, pistolin hand. Astheteam came up oppo- 
site him Brown sprang into the road and opened 
fire at short range with his revolver. At the first 
shot Gill leaped to the ground, and as he didso 
he/surew his pistol. Just then Brown's pistol 
cracked again, and a bullet whistled past Gill’s 
ear. This was instantly followed by a third shot 
which just missed its mark, and then Gill began 
to shoot as Brown was about to fireagain. Gill 
only fired twice, but in rapid succession, and at 
the second report Brown reeled and staggered 
heavily against the bank as his wife, who had 
witnessed the shooting from the open door of the 
house, ran out to her husband’s assistance.

The 
warrant was issued about 4:300’clock P. M. Some 
ofthe members of the wounded man’s family 
sent for Magistrate T. J. Dorsey, of Cockeysville, 
with the statement that Brown was dying. The 
magistrate attended to take his deposition, but 
when he got there Brown was in spasms and was 
in an unconscious condition. The arrest of Gill 
to await the result of the shooting was ordered 
by the magistrate, and Officer Green took him 
into custody. He gave himself up without a 
word.

STANDARD COMPANY 
WELLS. 

PittssurG, Penn., April — Alfred 
Rainey, a landed proprietor in Washington Coun- 
ty, Tenn., is in this city looking after his interests 
in oil and mineral lands there. Through him the 
story came out to-day that the Standard Oil 
Company have put down five experimental oil 
wells in Tennesse and Southern Ken- 
tucky. Oil was found in large paying 
quantities. Two of these experimental wells 
at a mcderate depth were found good for 25 


barrels a day of the finest lubricating-oil. Two 
others were good for 25 to 50 barrels. In order 
to make more certain thatit was paying terri- 
tory, a well was put down tothe depth of 1,000 
feet. It was all that couid be expected. A depth 
of a little over 1,000 feet had been reached, when 
the oil gushed out at the rate of 1,000 barrels a 
day. It was allowed to gush buta very short 
time, just long enough to gauge its capacity, 
whenthe hole was carefully plugged up and 
every trace of a derrick or other oil-well machin- 
ery removed from the well and al! other wells in 
the county. Then H. L. Taylor & Co. proceeded 
to get possession of the territory for miles 
around. More difficulty was experienced in this 
than was anticipated. The trouble arose from 
the fact that the titles to ee are very im- 
erfect.

BOX CHARGED WITH DEATH 


SUPPOSED DISCOVERY OF A DYNA- 
MITE PLOT. 

THE DANGEROUS EFFECTS OF A DEAD GUEST 
OF THE CARLETON HOUSE—NOTES IN HIS 
MEMORANDUM BOOKS. ; 

Discoveries that give rise to the belief 

that a dynamite plot has been on foot in this 
city for some time were made by the manager of 
the Carleton House, No. 202 William-street, yes- 
terday afternoon. On the first day day of No+ 
vember, 1883, Nathan E. Fish, age 42 years, en- 
gaged aroom and board of William Fitzgerald, 
at that hotel. He said that he was a Canadian; 
and that he was employed in a job print- 
ing office on Nassau-street. During the 
first week in February, 18384, he was pros- 
trated by an attack of erysipelas. On Feb. 14 he 
was so ill that Dr. W. J. Brunner, of No. 20 
Chambers-street, who was called, sent him to 
Bellevue Hospital. Three days later, while ina 
fit of delirium, be escaped from the hospital and 
was not seen again until his body was found 
sticking in the mud beneath the pavilion at the 
foot of East Twenty-sixth-street, yesterday aft- 
ernoon. ‘ 

Warden O’Rourke at once sent word to the 

Carleton House,and Fitzgerald made an examina- 

tion of Fish’s personal effects, which had been 

removed from the bedroom to the hotel office. 


In a wooden box, about two feet square, werea 
miscellaneous lot of paper parcels. The most 
conspicuous seemed to be an oblong box 
wrapped in a newspaper, and bearing a placard . 
with these startling words: 

** Sure death to the one that opens this box.” 


Mr. Fitzgeraid notified Sergt. Worts, at the 
Oak-street police station, who sent a manto the 
hotel and notified Chiet Mahedy, of the Second 
Battalion, Fire Department, at Chambers and 
Centre streets. The box was taken to the en- 
gine-house. In it were found 19 cartridges, each 
3 inches in length, 144 inchesin diameter, and 14 
pounds in weight, and labeled ** Hercules No. 2; 
two smail pistols, with heavy <ire plugs fot 
triggers, a lot of slow and quick fuses, a small 
rubber bellows, some rubber tubing, and a ma- 
hogany box identical in size and shape with the 
parcel bearing the warning placard. Two inches 
trom the end of the cover to this box a small strip 
of wood was fastened. Experiments showed that 
when the lid was drawn from the box, this strip 
would press the wire trigger of one of the pistols. 
The inference was that the labeled box contained 
dynamite or Hercules powder, which would be 
exploded by the discharge of a pistol when the 
sliding lid was withdrawn. 

Among other things found in the chest were 
a small battery jar, a paper containing some 
stenographic notes, a colored photograph of a 
little girl, a circular from the inventor of a new 
fountain pen, and two memorandum books, con- 
taining addresses of persons in different parts 
of the country, written in a combination of 
the Pitman and Munson styles of short- 
hand. One of the books was a teacher’s memo- 
randum, bearing the stamp of “ Cyrus Smith, 
agent, Jackson, Mich.” In the front of the book, 
under the heading ** Addresses,” were the name3 
George Densmoire, Edward L. Wilson, No. 91% 
Chestnut-street, Philadelphia; R. W. Parsons, 
Pier No. 20 East River; James Lidgerwood & Co.. 
No. 758 Broadway; E. D. Aibro, No. 685 West 
Sixth-street, Cincinnati, and George Pelstring, 
No. & East Second-street, Cincinnati. 

A page of the book, which is supposed to have 
some bearing upon the iafernal machine 
in the box, bore accounts as_ follows: 
“Cost of trunk, &c.—Spools, §1; mag- 
nets, $1; binding screws, &c., 48 cents; sun- 
dries, 50 cents.” Other entries read: ‘Sent 
circular. J. W. Willard, agent for Hercules 
powder, No. 184 Superior-street, Cleveland, 
Ohio,” and “C. H. Jenne, Lafayette, Ind., agent, 
says! he can supply me from 20 per cent. of the 
No. 2.for 50 cents per pound for whichever 
does the blasting. Charges, 15 cents for the 
fuse and labor.: Says the rate will be 
50 cents per pound forthe powder used. Psid 
for new telephone turning cases, 90 cents: screws. 
5 cents; sent Thomas Lisle for the spools and 
hooks, $2 15.” Under the name of B. Kittridge& 
Co., No. 166 Main-street, Cincinnati, Ohio, there is 
this list of purchases, in almost unreadable hiero- 
glyphics: ‘“* Powder, 8 cents per pound, on 
cartridges; caps, $2 per 100; fuse cotton, $3 2 
per 1,000 feet; double tape, (fuse,) ($8 80 per 1,000 
teet.”. A list of small articles purchased of the 
Scoville. Manufacturing Company, at No. 4)¢ 
Broome-street, is then. given. 

What is thought to be a significant point in the 
theory of a dynamite plot is the following entry 
in one of.the books: “‘A. L. G. Pierce. The 
ocean steamer. Recollect,in any number which 
contains page 285, vol. I.” . This is in short. 
hand aR er. A _ visiting card bears the 
words, * William H. Van Swartwort, New-York, 
No. 253 Fifth-avenue, President Columbia’s new 
University Society.” Inthe upper corner of this 
card is written the two words: “ Riggs House.” 
It issupposed to have some bearing upon Fish’s 
relations with peoplein Washington. 

During Fish’s iliness at the Carleton House he 
received several letters from Washington. Fitz- 
gerald wrote to Prof. N. A. West, of Washington, 
inquiring about Fish’s friends. He received a 
reply signed George N. West. It was written on 
Senate Chamber letter paper, and he said that 
his father was dead, and that he had no informa- 
tion concerning Fish’s friends. 

In appearance Fish was tall and very much at- 
tenuated. He had brown hair, dark eyes, and a 
brown beard and mustache. e was quiet and 
unassuming in manner and did not drink or 
smoke. He had noftriendsand did not go out 
muchintheevening. His native town in Can- 
ada is unknown. ‘

ITS EFFECT UPON BUSINESS AFFAIRS °1N 
KENTUCKY. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, April 22.—Speaking of 
the effect the defeat of the Bonded Whisky bill 
has had upon business affairs in Kentucky, s 
prominent resident of theinterior of the State 
said to-day that the effect was very apparent on 
the money market.

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DYNAMITE SHOT FROM CANNON. 
SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENTS IN NEW-JERSEY 
WITH AN ORDINARY TWELVE-POUNDER, 

A number of gentlemen assembled yes- 
verday at Uldrich’s Bay Shore House, Greenville, 
N..J., to witness the first public experiments 
that have ever been made with tho object of 
showing that dynamite can be fired from an 
ordinary cannon. Mr. F. H. Snyder, general 
manager of the Dynamite Projectile Company, 
W. W. Horton, Robert Sherwood, J. W. Blake, 
William H. Kimball, W. K. Marvin, and Z. K. 
Pangborn were among those present. “I have 
been working for two years trying to devise 


means to fire dynamite,” said Mr. Snyder, before 
commencing operations yesterday. “I first tried 
with an accelerated cartridge and afterward with 
a cartridge that burned slowly at the start. 
Then I increased rapidity by the density of 
the cartridge. I found there was a 
chemica! uncertainty about these means, so I re- 
sorted to the mechanical.” Mr. Snyder then ex- 
plained his system, whichis dependent entirely 
upon a rubber buffer, or cushion, by means of 
which the air is retained in the chambers of this 
buffer. As long astbisis the case it is impossi- 
ble for the gun to get a shock, owing to the fact 
that the rubber buffer, which is as incompres- 
sible as water, receives the whole strain and does 
not communicate it to the dynamite. “And 
now, gentlemen,” began Mr. Snyder, advancing 
with a huge brass dynamite shell, * please stop 
spoking near here and let me advise you to go 
about 100 yards off. The gun might burst, you 
know.” Mr. Snyder had not completed his ad- 
monition before every spectator had retired to a 
neighboring hill. 

The ordinary “ 12-pounder” gun was used 
Sporting powder to the amount of one and a 
half pounds was first introduced. Then fol- 
lowed the sabot, or wad, made of fibré, copper, 
and leather; then the buffer, and finally the pro- 
lectile, containing five pounds of dynamite. 

he projecticle was conical in shape, about 18 
inches in length, and 4.62 in diameter, weighing 
in all about pounts, The gentlemen on the 
hill heard a whizz, a boom, and the great event 
had taken place. The dynamite had not explod- 
ed. The projectile had been carried a distance of 
1,276 paces, and had buried itself deeply in the 
boggy ground. The gun stood perfectly whole, 
having recoiled only about three feet. For two 
hours men dug for the projectile, but were un- 
able to discover it. It had penetrated several 
feet into the ground. 

The next experiment was a ricochet shot over 
Newark Bay with a winged and floating project- 
ile. The experiment was entirely successful ex- 
cept for the fact that the projectile was not kept 
floating, and was consequently lost. The gun, 
as in the previous case, resisted the shock admi- 
rably. ‘In firing from a vessel, where you don't 
have a chance of getting recoil, you can firea 
much larger charge of powder without shock to 
the gun.”’ explained Mr. Snyder. “All that you 
save in the recoil of the gun you increase in the 
range and velocity of the shot.’’ Then the spec- 
tators looked courageously down the gun, and 
many of them stated that they hadn't been the 
least afraid. The experiments were ended by 
the explosion of five pounds of dynamite by an 
electric wire. The noise was great, and the

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THE MONASTERY AT NEWARE. 
THOUSANDS WAITING TO SEE THE BUILDING 
FOR THE LAST TIME, 


The ceremonial at the Chapel of St. 
Dominic, in the new Monastery of the Sisters of 
the Second Order of St. Dominic, Newark, com- 
menced at 9:30 o'clock yesterday morning. It 
included the solemn consecration of the beauti- 
ful marble altar and the celebration of a Ponti- 
fical mass, with a sermon by Archbishop 
Corrigan. His immediate assistants were the 
Rey. Dr. C. E. McDonnell, of &8t. Pat- 
rick’s Cathedral. and the Rev. Thomas F, 
Lynch, of the Church of the Transfiguration, 
New-York; the Rev. Joseph M. Flynn, of Mor- 
ristown, and the Rev. John A. Sheppard, of 
Dover. There were also present the Very Rev. 
F. Joosten, O. P. Provincial, of the Island of 
Trinidad; the Rev. J. H. Boker, O. P., of New- 
York City; the Rev. Joseph Nardiello, Church 
of the Sacred Heart, Bloomfield; the Rev. John 
P. Monis, Church of Our Lady of Grace, Avon- 
dale,and many other distinguished prelates. 

During the ceremony many prayers and psalms 
Were said,and near the end of the litany of 
All Saints the Archbishop three times recited the 
petition of consecration in honor of St. Dominic, 
and thrice ble:sed the altar; then he washed the 
altar bench, and seven times encircled the altar, 
sprinkling it with holy water, while his assistants 
recited the ** Miserere.”” The relics of St. Clem- 
ent were then brought from the sacristry, 
venerated, and incensed on the altar by the 
Archbishop. He placed them in the cavity of 
the altar, covering the stone with cement, and 
sealing it in the prescribed manner. More in- 
cense was then used, and five bunches of tapers, 
arranged in the shape of a cross, were placed on 
the altar and allowed to burn completely out. 
Each bunch of tapers itself also formed a cross. 

The mass followed, the Archbishop delivering 
the sermon and giving the benediction of the 
blessed sacrament from the exposition niche 
away up in the partition that divides tne chapel. 
During the services the chapel was crowded with 
people, and outside the gates some thousands 
were waiting to inspect the building for the last 
time. Some 40,000 persons have visited the mon- 
astery within the last four days. There are other 
houses of this order in this country; but the 
members are allowed to teach, while the nuns 
in Newark are strictly inclosed, and will lead 
lives of religious contemplation—keeping up the 
adoration constantly, in which devotion two or 
more nuns at a time are engaged. They work 
some five hours a day, making vestments and 
painting illuminated cards.

A FACTORY IN FLAMES.

FINANCES OF THE WEST SHORE. 

The plan for funding the first mortgage 
coupons of the New-York, West Shore and Buf- 
falo Railroad will be officially announced, it is 
said, in about 10 days.

change 6 per cent 10-year debenture bonds for 
six semi-annual! interest coupons, the first of 
which will be due in July.

‘HURRYING AWAY FROM ALBANY, 
AFTER PASSING THE SURFACE RAILROAD 
BILL AND PAYING THE HARBOR-MASTERS. 

ALBANY, April 22.—The general Street 
Surface Railroad bill, that passed the Assembly 
last week with amendments, was announced in 
the Senate this morning, and Mr. Baker -moved 
that the Senate concur in the amendments of the 
Assembly. Mr. Thomas moved as an amendment 
that the Senate reconsider the vote by which it 
passed the bill, and that the amendments be then 
considered separately. After a good deal of dis- 
cussion as to whether or not such action would 
be parliamentary, Mr. Thomas withdrew his 
motion to reconsider and, at the request of 


Senator Titus, the vote was taken on each of the 

Assembly amendments separately. They were 

all concurred in and most of them by a large 
jority vote. 

r. Baker took charge of the bill, and when 
there was any opposition he marshaled his forces 
to its Suppo in very much the same way that 
he did when the bill caigenety veins the Senate, 
After the amendments had mn concurred in 
Mr. Thomas gave notice that he would move to 
suspend the rule so that the vote on the passage 
of the bill could be reconsidered, and meantime 
he moved that the Clerk be directed not toreturn 
the hill to the Assembly until further orders. 
Mr, Baker thought the bill should be sent to the 
Governor as soon as possible, and he charged 
Mr. Thomas with seeking to obstruct the course 
which ‘it ought to take. Mr. Thomas replied 
that he had no desiré to obstruct the bill, but 
he wished to have the vote by which it origi- 
nally passed the Senate reconsidered. He would 
then be perfectly willing that it should go on its 
way rejoicing to the Executive Chamber, bein 
confident that it would soon come back in grie 
and despair. Mr. Thomas's motion was defeated 
on a cali of the yeas and nays, and the bill will 
now go back to the Assembly and from there 
to the Governor. 

Mr. Fassett’s bill appropriating money to pay 
the salaries of the Harbor-masters of the port of 
New-York came up on its final passage, when 
Mr. Vedder moved an amendment repealing all 
laws by which the office of Harbor-master is cre- 
ated or recognized, as recommended in the Gov- 
ernor’s message. The amendment was lost—yeas 
7, nays2l. Mr. Murphy's amendment, that noth- 
ing in the bill shall be construed as giving the 
present acting Harbor-masters any legal status. 
and that their offices shall cease and become va- 
cant on the bill becoming a law, was adopted 
and the bill passed by a vote of 23 to 7.

NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS 


GEN, SWAIM TO BE @RIED BY 
OOURT-MARTIAL. 
SECRETARY LINCOLN NOT SATISFIED WITH 
GEN. SWAIM’S EXPLANATION OF MR, 

BATEMAN’S CHARGES. 
WASHINGTON, April 22.—Secretary Lin- 


coln to-day addressed the following letter to the 


President: 
WAR DEPARTMENT, 2 
WASHINGTON CITY, April 22, 1884. 

St; On the 16th inst. Mr. A. EK. Bateman, of this 
city, a member of the firm of Bateman & Co., bankers, 
addressed to me a letter, of which a copy is inclosed, in 
which he alleged that Gen. D. G. Swaim, the Judge- 
Adv eneral of the army, had committed a fraud 
upon said firm, the nature or which he described as fol- 
lows: “Some two years age the said D. G. Swaim, hav- 
parture forthe Weet &, simple dueill at. bis request, 
r the @ simple due-bill, a 8 request, 
gens in case an accident should befall him, This 
amount was ecked out subsequent to that 
date by said D. G. Swaim, for which we have a number 
of youchers. After having drawn all the money out, 
and a settlement being made, he negotiated and trans- 
ferred the due-bill for the full amount with certain par. 
ties in this city.” Mr. Bateman further alleged that 
Gen. Swaim “assisted to negotiate with this firm army 
ay vouchers which he knew to be fraudulent and trip- 
icates of outstanding accounts,” and asked “that a 
court-martial be ordered for the trial of the said D. G. 
Swaim One charges preferred.” On the next day, 
and before any action was taken on ‘the 
communication of Mr. Bateman, another com- 
munication from him was received by me in 
tho following words: “The suit against our firm on 
the due-bill mentioned in = charges of yesterday 
inst D. G. Swaim, having been withdrawn, and 
e differences been Gen. Swaim and myself satisfac- 
torily settled, I hereby withdraw the charges contained 
in my letter of April 16 against said Gen. D. G. Swaim, 
he claiming they were made under a misapprehension 
of facts, which I {concede.” Onthe next day these 
letters were by me referred to Gen. Swaim, by an in- 
dorsement upon the one first received *‘ for such re- 
marks as he may desire to submit upon the allegations 
made in the within communication, and for any appli- 
cation he may desire to make.” On the same day Gen. 
Swaim returned the papers with the following in- 
dorsement: “I had a bank account with Bateman & 
Co., and besides I loaned them $5,0U0 at 6 per cent. in- 
terest, for which they gave me an instrument reading: 


‘Due D. G. Swaim or order $5,000, for value received. 
‘BATEMAN & CO. 
*WASHINGTON, D. O., July 15, 1882.’ 


“ Thts is a negotiable promissory note according to all 
the authorities on the subject, and was transferred in 
due course of business and payment demanded, but re- 
fused. Bateman & Co. claimed set-offs to the note, the 
correctness of which I denied, I endeavored to effect 
a settlement with them, or refer the matter to an arbi- 
trator. but without effect. The note was put in suit, 
but they now agree to refer the whole subject to an 
arbitrator, and with that view the suit has been with- 
drawn. ‘The note (or due-bill, as it is incorrectly 
termed) is now inthe possession of Bright and Hum- 

brey, the indorsers thereof. In regard to the fraudu- 
ent pay vouchers the facts are as follows: Lieut.-Col. 
A. P. Morrow, at the time a member of Gen. Sherman's 
staff, a comporative stranger to me at the time, came 
to my office in company with another officer 
and requested me to advance him several months’ 
pay on his pay accounts, I told him] did not do that 

ind of business, but in a friendly way referred him to 
brokers in the city doing such business, and named 
Bateman & Co. with others, I may have given him a 
note of introduction to that firm. I did not know for 
some time afterward that Bateman & Co. had advanced 
money to Col. Morrow on his pay accounts. It will be 
seen that I had no concern or interest in these pay ac- 
counts whatever, and ali I did was the friendly act of 
introducing a brother officer to those who were in the 
habit of doing what I could not do for him. I have no 
knowledge of any other pay account transaction with 
Reteman & Co. The only request I have to make is 
that this statement may receive the same publicity 
that the within false accusations received,” 

Mr. Bateman thought it proper to give to the press a 
copy of his first letter on the day of its date, and the 

ve charges made by him against the J udge-Advocate- 
eneral were thus given a wide publicity. His object 
was apparently to enforce a pecuniary adjustment by 
means as offensive as possible, and his letter of the next 
day shows that notwithstanding the bitterness of his 
attack a satisfactory settlement was quickly made, one 
element of which was his formal withdrawal of his 
charges, with a statement which seems carefully 
framedto avoid charging himself with having reck- 
lessly made false and libelous charges in his previous 
letter. Mr. Bateman’s business adventures are not 
entitled, under any circumstances to the protection of 
the War Department; but the integrity and uprightness 
of the officer of the army, who reposts upon every 
court-martial proceeding which it is the duty of the 
Secretary of War to submit tothe President for his 
final action, isa matter of the deepest concern to the 
President and to every one of his military subordinates. 
The law requires that “ conduct unbecoming an officer 
and a gentleman” shall be followed by a sentence of 
dismissal from the military service, and the President 
alone can mitigate the sentence. 1f there could be any 
distinction, every consideration requires that, more 
than any other officer of the army, the Judge-Advo- 
cate-General should be free beyond question 
from an imputation of such conduct. It is a matter of 
Coan regres to me, therefore, that when the Judge-Ad- 
voca eneral was given an opportunity to comment 
upon the charges in question he, in respect to the first 
charge, either was not able or did not see fit to make an 
explicit dental of its essential part, or to give in detail 
such facts and circumstances as would show the falsity 
of the charge. Instead of doing so, he has contented 
himself with a statement which contains nothing to 
which Mr. Bateman's allegations might not possibly be 
a truthful supplement. So in respect to the second 
charge—assistting to negotiate army pay vouchers 
with Bateman & Co., which Gen. Swaim knew 
to be fraudulent and triplicates of outstanding 
accounts—Gen. Swaim’s response fails to notice that 
the charge, as made by Mr. Bateman, refers, not 
merely to a negotiation of army pay accounts, but toa 
negotiation of pay accounts alleged to have been 
known to Gen. Swain as fraudulent; and to that ele- 
ment of the charge no allusion {s made in his response. 
It is not overlooked that the final clause of the 
response, asking for its publication, refers to the ac- 
cusations as false, but his specific answers to them are 
evidently intended to be found in what has gone be- 
fore. If there isno proof to sustain the charges made, 
or if the circumstances can be explained so as 
remove every impression of improper con- 
duct on the part o the officer in uestion 
I am of the opinion that the welfare o 
the milita service requires that the proper 
steps should be taken for his vindicution. It is nota 
ersonal, but an official and public matter. He hasnot, 
n my view, recognized this necessity; and as he bas 
not done so, I am compelled to recommend to you the 
appointment of acourt of inquiry to examine into the 
accusations above mentioned, and to report the facts 
developed 4 their investigation, and give their opinion 
thereon.

THE PACIFIC BANK INQUIRY. 
WASHINGTON, April 22.—The House Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency to-day agreed 
upon the following resolutions, as the report of 
the committee on the recent investigation of the 
charges against Government Officials arising out 


of the failure of the Pacific National Bunk, of 
Boston: 

“That from an examination of the allegations and 
offers of proof made by the memorialists and the docu- 
mentary evidence and admissions already before the 
committee, it is the opinion of the committee that a 
further investigation of the facts is not necessary in or- 
der to pass upon the charges made egainst the Gov- 
ernment officers. That there is not proof or offer 
of proof sufficient to justify the committee in en- 
tertaining the charge of conspiracy between the 
Government officers and other parties. That the in- 
crease of capitai stock of said bank to $961,300 involves 
@ question of law now before a court of competent 
jurisdiction, and is not a matter properly calling for 
the judgment of this committee. That while, in the 
light of acts apparent since the failure of the bank, the 
Controller’s exercise of his lawful discretion in some 
instances may be open to criticism and the wisdom 
of his course may questioned, there is nothing to 
show that he was actuated by an improper motive 
or was guilty of any intentional violation of law. 
That the charge of incompetency made against 
Needham is not sustained, except in so far as he yield- 
ed his own judgment too much to the infinences sur- 
rounding him and to the apparent business sentiment 
of Boston, in fuvor of keeping this bank from going 
into the hands of a Receiver and to the hopes, opin- 
ions, and statements of the Driectors and others inter- 
ested in the rehabilitation of the bank. That the sub- 
committee be directed to prepare a report embody- 
ing these views, and to formulate such amendments to 
the National Banking act as will tend to prevent the 
practices by which the insolvency of the Pacific Bank 
was brought about, and to limit and define the discre- 
tion of the Controller, and, if possible, make the exam- 
ination directed by law more reliable and trustworthy.”

A PRISONER'S ESCAPE. 


RELEASED FROM JEFFERSON MARKET BY A 
BLUNDERING POLICEMAN. 

Patrolman Richard Flynn, of the Six- 
teenth Precinct, saw two men fighting in Sev- 
enth-avenue, near Twentieth-street, and by his 
interference put a stop to thedisturbance. The 
men proved to be William Carroll, of No. 536 
West Fortieth-street, and James Rielly, of No: 
830 West Twenty-fifth-street. The latter dis- 
played a Special Deputy Sheriff's badge and as- 
serted that he became involved in the brawl by 
endeavoring to stop Carroll and another man from 
fighting. The men charged each other with as- 
sault, and the policeman took them both to thesta- 
tion-house. There Rielly was found in possession 
of a loaded revolver. He had not obtained a Fa 
liee permit to carry the weapon. By the time 
the prisoners reached the Jefferson Market Police 
court they had made up theirdifferences,and when 
brought before Justice Gorman yesterday neither 
would make a complaint against the other. The 
magistrate, on hearing the facts in the ease, di- 
rected the policeman to make a complaint of 
disorderly conduct against both, and a complaint 
for a violation of the corporation ordinance 
prohibiting the carrying of a loaded pistol 
without a permit against Rielly. While 
Clerk Heimberger was making out the 
affidavits the prisoners were hustled about 
from place to place within the paling, Court 
Officer Morse asked Patrolman Flynn if Carroll 
had been discharged. The a evidently 
misunderstood the court officer, and replied in 
the affirmative. Morse thereupon told Carrol! to 
give his name to Court Clerk Morgan and to “ get 
out.” Carroll, scarcely understanding what ais- 
position had been made of his case, walked to- 
ward the corridor leading into the prison, but the 
officer on guard turned him back and showed him 
the way out of the court-room. His absence was 
not discovered until the officer sought him to ar- 
raign him before the magistrate, when it was 
found that the man had been summarily dis- 
charged by the blundering officers. Under these 
circumstances Justice Gorman led Rielly un- 
til] to-day, and directed Officer Flynn to rearrest 
Carroll and bring him to court.

TheiSignal Service Bureau report in- 
Ricates for to-day, in this region, slightly 
warmer, fair weather, light, variable 
winds, 


Prediction would be vain and specula- 
tion useless as to the outcome of the con- 
vention at Utica to-day. The situation is 
a delicate and in some respects a danger- 
ous one. The voice of New-York is to 
be all-powerful in determining the great 
political contest of this present year. 
Such influence as she'can exert at the 
National Convention should be put 
forth with that fact fully in. view. 
But four-fifths of the delegates in attend- 
ance at Utica are not only willing but de- 
termined, so far as lies in their power, to 
hurry the Republican Party on to inevi- 
table disaster by blindly striving for the 
nomination of candidates foredoomed to 
defeat. The hopeful element is supplied 
by a numerous body of delegates opposed 
to both BLAINE and ArTHuR. Those Re- 
publican voters of New-York who will 
elect the next President look to these men 
to secure a representation of thtir senti- 
ments at Chicago. 

SL SLE EST 

The Senate, which has at last adopted 
the report of one of its committees ad- 
vising the dismissal of Collector WICKER, 
of Key West, seems to have paid very 
little attention to the facts that led the 
President to recommend that WICKER 
should be removed. It acted with reluc- 
tance, and apparently was sorry that the 
President had not done the work without 
assistance or advice. It appears that 
the evidence concerning WICKER’S course 
was taken up and considered. It ought 
to be clear to men of sense that if WICKER 
gave aid and comfort to the Cuban fili- 

buster he should be immediately and per- 
emptorily removed. Spain is sensitive 
and quick to seize upon the slightest 
proof that this Nation, or any part of it, 
sympathizes with or assists the advent- 
urers who are striving to undermine her 
sovereignty on the island. If we are 
forced to become a party in an interna- 
tional garrel, our skirts should be so clear 
‘that the world can see that our course has 
. heen fair and honorable. A Federal of- 
- fieer who has done what Wicker is said 
to have done, and what the President. be- 


lieves he has done, should not be allowed 
to hold his place for one hour, and quib- 
bles about Senatorial interference should 
not be alldwed to delay the act of decapi- 
tation, 


“T object,” from the inevitable Mr. 
WELLER, prevented Mr. DINGLEY from even 
getting a hearing on the proposition to fix 
a day for his bill to authorize the Secretary 
of the Treasury to invest the legal tenders 
deposited by national banks to redeem their 
notes, As this bill has for its sole purpose 
the prevention of unnecessary contrac- 
tion in case a bank surrenders its circula- 
tion, and gives not the shadow of advan- 
tage to any bank, Mr. WELLER’s objection 
was curiously illogical, even from him. 
But one might as well expect a Texas 
steer to reason on the theory of colors as 
to look for common sense from a Green- 
backer of the Weller type. _ 


The tender feelings of the Commissioner 
of Agriculture have been duly soothed. 
The Senate has amended its rules so that 
hereafter that accomplished and hand- 
some gentleman shall be admitted, along 
with the heads of departments, to the 
privileges of the Senate. The bitter Mr. 
INGALLS pointed out that there was no 
earthly reason for the admission of the 
Commissioner except that he was not 
wanted, and that the average American 
citizen always insisted on being in such 
places as were set apart for others, and 
generally got there. Mr. INGALLS’s col- 
league, Mr. PLumMB, who is a terribly 
serious man, regarded this remark as 
heaping ‘‘ contumely” on the agricult- 
ural interests of the country, but 
we think he takes the thing too solemnly. 
The agricultural interests are really excep- 
tionally favored in the matter of represen- 
tation. The bovine, porcine, and even the 
asinine classes, though they have no votes, 
are indirectly, and even directly, repre- 
sented on the very floor of the Senate. 
But we do not know as there is any harm 
n permitting the Commissioner of Agri- 
culture to stand around, or, if he can find 
room, to sit down in the lobbies of the 
Senate. He will now, in so far at least, 
be on a level with the heads of depart- 
ments, and if he makes believe very hard 
can for the moment in those dreary re- 
gions dream that he is a Cabinet officer. 


The authors of the charges against Con- 
troller Knox have failed to show any sub- 
stantial basis for their accusations. The 
Committee on Banking and Currency has 
found nothing in the evidence to warrant 
the belief that Mr. Knox was guilty of any 
improper conduct in connection with the 
failure of the Pacific National Bank. ' This 
result of the committee’s inquiry is grati- 
fying not only to Mr. Knox’s friends but 
to the whole country. 





The funeral orations over the moribund 
Tariff bill are being hurried forward in the 
House, special evening sessions being de- 
voted to them, and an hour being added 
to the day sessions, which now begin at 11. 
It is quite probable that the tedious cere- 
monies will be completed by the latter part 
of next week, and it is possible that the 
interment may take place by Saturday. 


AN IMPUDENT ARGUMENT. 

The House continues to turn out tariff 
“copy” for the Congressional Record in 
regular and large installments, and of the 
usual character—not interesting nor valu- 
able to the student of the subject, but 
worth something to the readers whom it 
ultimately reaches. Mr. McKINuEy, of 
Ohio, Republican, and the highest of high 
protectionists, made a long speech against 
the Morrison bill yesterday. It contained 
the usual stale attack on those who 
wish to reform the war  tariffi—that 
they are working in the interest of 
England. This species of abuse has ceased 
to be offensive. If Mr. McKIntey still 
clings to the notion that the average 
American, whether manufacturer, work- 
man, or consumer, cannot hold his own in 
dealing with Englishmen, but must be re- 
strained by the superior wisdom and ex- 
perience of Mr. MCKINLEY and his friends, 
no argument will enlighten him. But he 
must not himself take offense if we say 
that members of Congress are the last men 
to whom the public would be likely to 
look for guidance in business mat- 
ters; that they are not reputed to 
be of a _ higher grade of _intel- 
ligence or business capacity or per- 
sonal disinterestedness than their fel- 
low-citizens. If any business firm in the 
country were to intrust its affairs to them, 
judging by the way in which they deal 
with the questions before them, it would 
goto the bad in a very short time. There 
is not a bank in the Union that would not 
be broken in six months by the Committee 
on Banking and Currency or the Commit- 
tee on Coinage of any House these last half- 
dozen years, if those committees acted on 
the principles they have adopted in public 
business. The pretension of the politicians 
that the people of the United States re- 
quire to be held in leading-strings by Con- 
gress, to avert disaster to either their purses 
or their credit, is very insolent and very 
absurd. 

Another point made by Mr. McKINLEY 
against the Morrison bill is that it is not a 
careful revision and adjustment of the 
tariff, but isan arbitrary reduction of 20 
per cent. in everything but the schedules 
of silks and wines. Everybody knows 
what Mr. McKINLEY’s idea is of scientific 
adjustment. He showed it in his at- 
tempt to get special favors for the 
steel manufacturers in the last House. 
The. charge of arbitrary reduction 
comes with ill grace from the ad- 
vocates of the revision of last year. If 
the relative rates of taxation were, as was 
then claimed, properly adjusted by that 
measure, they are not less so under the 
Morrison bill, for the relation of the rates 
is not changed except by the fixing of 
maximum rates for cottons, woolens, and 
metals. Asa matter of fact, the adjust- 
ment is bad, but it was bad before last 
year, and was made more complex and 
mischievous by the bill of that year. The 
whole work of the commissioff and of Con- 
grees regarding it was delusive and, 
in a sense, fraudulent. Undoubtedly 
it ought to be done away with; but if 
that had been attempted, the cry would 


have gone up from the extreme protection- 
ists, and Mr. McKInLeEy’s voice would have 
made the loudest contribution to it, that 
the Democrats were upsetting everything. 
Thanks to their own cowardice and stu- 
pidity, the Democrats are not upsetting 
even the most obvious and odious evils of 
the tariff, but Mr. McKiney and thellittle 
clique he represents should for very de- 
cency refrain from blaming them for not 
doing so. The criticism of this clique is, 
in a sense, worthless, but it at least serves 
to attract attention to their ridiculous in- 


consistency. 
WORKING FOR THEIR MASTER. 


Four-fifths of the Republican voters of 
the North who are not active politicians 
believed a few months ago that they were 
to be allowed to choose a Presidential can- 
didate and were not to be deprived of their 
rights by the interference of Federal 
officers working night and day, not in 
behalf of the Government that employs 
them, but in the service of their chief 
in the White House. They predicted 
that the National Convention would be 
a great deliberative body, composed of 
delegates fairly selected and faithfully 
representing the opinions of the people. 
The political events of the last three weeks 
have probably opened the eyes of some of 
these voters. The Federal officer is again 
neglecting the work which he was hired 
to do, and is engaged in the old work of 
manufacturing delegates who will mis- 
represent a majority of their constituents 
by voting in conventions for a man whom 
those constituents do not want. 

The present occupant. of the White 
House is a most skillful politician. He 
knew four months ago that in some of 
the Northern States the active interfer- 
ence of Federal officers in his behalf would 
do him more harm than good. He also 
knew that by means of the Federal offi- 
cers in the South he could without much 
difficulty and without exciting opposition 
in the North secure nearly every delegate 
from the Southern States. He also knew 
that the votes of the State of New-York 
in the National Convention would be 
worth almost as much to him as 
the Electoral votes of the same 
State will be worth to the party 
that gets them in November. The Federal 
officers in the South have done their work; 
those in the North-east and in the West 
seem to have postponed their Jabors until 
the last days of the canvass, in deference 
to the sentiments of the people; but in 
the State of New-York, outside of this 
city, the Postmasters, Collectors, and oth- 
er Government employes have not been 
idle. On the hills and in the valleys 
they have been. at work for their 
master, boldly in some places and 
secretly. in others, striving to draw 
Arthur delegates from towns and coun- 
ties and districts in which the people pre- 
fer some other candidate. In some cases 
they have been successful, and have se- 
cured a misrepresentation of the people at 
Utica and at Chicago. 


The results obtained thus far show how 
dangerous is the power which a President 
can use 60 effectively even at a time when 
the people are more watchful and more 
strongly opposed to such methods than 
they have ever been before. Never have 
the majority of Republicans been more 
sensitive in respect to the use of patronage 
than they are to-day, yet they have been 
unable in many parts of this State to pre- 
vent a misrepresentation of their wishes 
by delegates chosen, apparently, by a 
popular vote. The work done by these 
Federal officers may not serve to secure 
for their master the nomination which he 
desires. Whatever may be the final re- 
sult, however, the fact that they have 
been able to deprive voters of their rights 
in a State where Republicans are excep- 
tionally intelligent and watchful should 
direct the attention of thoughtful men to 
a danger that becomes greater and more 
threatening as our population increases. 
All who desire to perpetuate Republican 
institutions should join hands in the work 
of taking Federal offices out of politics. 


A PROPOSED LOAN. 


The managers of the World’s Industrial 
and Cotton Centennial Exposition, which 
is to be held in New-Orleans, have asked 
Congress to loan them $1,000,000 out of 
the National Treasury. The people of 
New-Orleans have taken $500,000 of the 
capital stock, and are now engaged in in- 
creasing the amount subscribed to $1,000,- 
000. The city in its corporate capacity 
has appropriated $100,000, and has given 
the use of a park containing 247 acres. 
So many applications for space have been 
made that the main building, which covers 
82 acres, will not afford sufficient room. 
More money is needed, the managers say, 
and in their opinion the National Govern- 
ment ought to supply it. 

The history of the Philadelphia Centen- 
nial Exposition shows that it is very diffi- 
cult for the National Government to se- 
cure repayment of a loan of this kind, 
even when the exhibition is one which 
attracts people of all nations, and when 
there is a surplus large enough to satisfy 
such a debt. The loan made to the Di- 
rectors of the Centennial Exposition of 1876 
was $1,500,00Q. The amount subscribed 
by stockholders was about $2,400,000. At 
the close of that exposition there remained 
in the treasury about $2,000,000. The 
stockholders held that this sum ought to 
be given to them, and the representatives 
of the United States maintained that the 
Government loan of $1,500,000 should first 
be repaid. The words of the act by which 
the loan was made—which have been re- 
peated in the bill introduced by the New- 
Orleans managers—were that ‘‘in the dis- 
tribution of any moneys that may re- 
main in the treasury of the Centen- 
nial Board of Finance after the pay- 
ment of its debts, the appropriation 
hereinbefore made shall be paid in full 
into the Treasury of the United States be- 
fore any dividend or percentage of the 
profits shali be paid to the holders of said 
stock.” The stockholders, who at best 
could get only 80 cents on a dollar, ap- 
pealed to the courts. A decision in their 
favor was made by the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, which held that the sum re- 
maining in the treasury was not “ profits.” 


This decision was reversed by the United 


Finance was forced to repay the sum 
loaned. The stockholders were given a 
dividend of 23 1-2 per cent., and they have 
recently asked Congress to make their 
losses good. 

It is plain, therefore, that under the 
proposed bill the Government could regain 
its money, if the assets should be sufficient 
in amount. There were assets at Phila- 
delphia. Will there be any at New-Or- 
leans? This is a question for which mem- 
bers of Congress ought to find a reason- 
ably sure answer before they vote for 
the New-Orleans bill. The exhibition at 
Philadelphia was national and interna- 
tional. Circumstances combined to make 
it exceptionally attractive and profitable, 
but in one sense it did not ‘‘ pay,” although 
it was of great benefit to the country. 
At the close of the Atlanta exposition the 
cash in hand amounted to $4,000, against 
which there were stock subscriptions 
amounting to $105,000. If it could be 
shown that the loan would surely be re- 
paid; that the New-Orleans exposition 
is really national in its character, and 
that itis an enterprise of sufficient mag- 
nitude to deserve the financial support of 
tax-payers in every State and Territory, it 
might be difficult to find sound grounds 
upon which to oppose the passage of this 
loan bill. The enterprise deserves the en- 
couragement of citizens. It will hasten 
the development of a rich country and 
tend to establish good feeling between the 
people of the North and the people of 
the far South. It must not be for- 
gotten, however, that the tax-payers 
of the whole country are asked to 
support it by a loan of $1,000,000, which 
the Directors may be unable to repay. If 
the loan is to be made at all, and especially 
if itis to bein fact a gift, it should be 
conclusively shown that the exhibition 
will be national in its scope, like the Ex- 
hibition of 1876, and that it will be of serv- 
ice to all who pay national taxes. 


UNDERGROUND WIRES. 


The committee appointed last year by 
the various companies using electric wires 
to see what could be done toward clearing 
the streets of poles and wires has at last 
reported. Its report is to the effect that a 
subway, large enough to hold all the wires 
so arranged that they may easily be got at 
for repairs, is the only practicable device 
for that purpose. 

If the question were of electric wires 
alone, it is doubtful whether the munici- 
pality ought to do anything in the prem- 
ises except to forbid the erection of poles 
and the stringing of wires in the streets. 
Electric wires are successfully operated 
underground in other cities. How they 
are to be so operated here is really a ques- 
tion for the companies and not for the 
city, which will have done its part when 
it has, after reasonable notice, compelled 
them to abate the nuisance and remove 
the danger which their occupation of the 
streets constitutes. 

The question, however, is much more 
comprehensive than the disposition of the 
electric wires. It includes all the pur- 
poses, increasing every year, to accom- 
plish which the surface of almost every 
street is disturbed more than once in the 
course of a year. Nothing, it is conceded, 
can be more injurious to pavements than 
the frequent disturbances thus caused, 
which require two repavings to restore the 
surface to as good a condition as it 
was in before the excavation. It is 
not possible to limit the subterranean 
communications of a modern city. Be- 
sides the sewers, the water mains, and the 
gas mains, the economy in the distribution 
of heat, in the form of steam through pipes 
laid underground promises to become more 
and more clear until the system is ex- 
tended to the residential as well as to 
the commercial quarter. What we have 
aright to demand is that the surface of 
the streets shall be disturbed by excava- 
tions only once for all, care being taken to 
make the communications once laid ac- 
cessible thereafter without tearing up the 
surface afresh. 


It would obviously be wasteful to build 
one set of underground conduits to ac- 
commodate the wires and leave provision 
for the other requirements to be made 
separately when the need for them shall 
have become as pressing as is already the 
need for underground wires. This is the 
fact which may make us hesitate about 
ordering the wires down, and leaving it 
to the companies to find out what shall be 
done with them after they have been 
taken down. A system of ducts through 
which all the subterranean communi- 
cations of the city may be carried 
on thus involves either a com- 
pany specially formed for the pur- 
pose or else the intervention of the City 
Government. The city, in right of its 
ownership of the sewers and of the water 
mains, has a larger interest than any private 
corporation can have in the use of subways. 
It seems proper, therefore, that the city 
should provide the subways. The present 
condition of the City Government does not 
tempt us to put upon it any work that 
can be withheld from it; but there seems 
to be a fairer chance now than there has 
been for many years that the city may be 
capable of getting a piece of work well 
done. 

The miserable inefficiency of the pres- 
ent Department of Works is shown in 
nothing more strongly than in the fact 
that since this discussion has arisen that 
department has not contributed to it so 
muchas a suggestion. Three or four years 
ago the Commissioner accentuated his own 
inefficiency by printing with his report a 
diagram of the various underground con- 
structions at the corner of Broad and Wall 
streets. This was done by way of apol- 
ogy for the condition of the pavements 
only, and without so much as a hint that 
it devolved upon his department to devise 
some better method of carrying on these 
necessary communications. If the depart- 
ment were efficient we should have had 
before this a plan for a subway, with an 
estimate of its cost and of the amounts 
which could be fairly exacted as rent from 
the various campanies which would make 
use of it in their business. Until these 
data are furnished, it will be impossible 
intelligently to discuss the question, and 
therefore impossible to decide whether 


building subways, or whether it should 
simply notify the companies using electric 
wires to take their wires out of the way 
according to their own devices and at their 


own expense. 
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THE REST OF THE SESSION. 


When the Republican members of the 
Legislature shall have returned from the 
Utica Convention and resumed their duties 
at Albany they and their associates will 
do well to turn their thoughts to the ques- 
tion of winding up the work of the ses- 
sion, It isin their power to make up an 
unusually good record by completing the 
work of reform legislation,;passing such 
general bills now pending as are really 
called for by the public interests, resisting 
all efforts to rush through any jobbery 
that is awaiting the hurry of the closing 
days, and coming to a speedy adjourn- 
ment. The political canvass of the year is 
likely to absorb a good deal of attention 
very soon, and interest in legislative pro- 
ceedings will inevitably lag. The people 
will be glad to have the Legislature ‘through 
with its work for the session, that their at- 
tention may not be too much divided. 

There aré not many acts which one can 
easily recall as of importance that await 
consideration, and ‘most..ofwahese do not, 
require much time in which to be finally’ 
disposed of. Of the reform measures af-, 
fecting this city only three have been 
signed by the Governor—that giving the 
Mayor untrammeled power of appoint-, 
ment after the present year, and those pro-' 
viding for the election of the Controller 
and the President of the Board of Alder-. 
men by a voteof the people. Seven of the 
bills reported by the Assembly Special 
Committee await the action of the Senate, 
but they are so well understood, and there 
is so little ground for opposition to them, 
that little time need be occupied in 
their final disposition. The bill which will 
give the Mayor elected next Fall the op- 
portunity to appoint the Commissioner of 
Public Works and Corporation Counsel has 
passed the Senate, and ought to be vigor- 
ously pushed through the obstacles that 
impede its way in the Assembly. The 
Bureau of Elections bill ought also to be 
pressed with vigor and without unneces- 
sary delay. What prospect there may be 
of other reform bills, as the result of the 
investigations that have been made, we 
do not know, but if the remaining com- 
missions, except that of Taxes and Assess- 
ments, could be made single-headed, it 
would be a great gain. 

Among other bills of special interest to 
this city which ought to pass.are the new 
building law and the act limiting the 
height of dwellings, the bill stopping the 
absurd accumulation of the sinking fund, 
and that providing for the repavement of 
Fifth-avenue. The bill requiring electric 
wires to be put underground should also 
pass, and that authorizing the acquisition 
of lands for new parks beyond the Harlem 
River, as recommended by the commission 
appointed last year. The Arcade Railway ° 
bill, which has been ordered to a third 
reading in the Senate, is worthy of careful 
consideration. The amendments of the Civil 
Service act should be restored to a sensible 
shape and adopted. The measures relat- 
ing to the Adirondack forests and to con- 
vict labor are in an unsatisfactory condi- 
tion, but something should be done for 
the security of public interests in these 
matters. There are a number of other 
measures which will require attention, but 
the great mass of pending bills may as 
well be cast into the limbo that always 
awaits a majority of the acts introduced 
by ambitious members. Two or three 
weeks of industrious work will dispose of 
everything that really needs to be done, 
and if the session is brought to a close 
early in May in an orderly and business- 
like manner the people will be better sat- 
isfied with it than with any whose prog- 
ress they have had occasion to watch for 
many a year. 


MORE JUVENILE CRIMINALS. 

The dime novel is steadily doing its de- 
moralizing work.' The other day seven 
youthful desperadoes, all of whom were 
under 12 years of age, were arrested in a 
small country town through which runs 


the White River Canal. The prisoners had 
formed a secret society called the ‘‘ Robeson 
Gang,” and'it was their habit to go 
on board the canal-boats laid up for 
the Winter near their village and to break 
up the decks and planking with hatchets 
and saws. These “ repairs,” as the young 
criminals called their destructive opera- 
tions, were executed at night, and the 
wood thus obtained was made into kin- 
dlings and sold by the gang in the daytime. 
Before the existence of the gang was 
discovered more than half the fleet 
of canal-boats had been hopelessly 
wrecked. When arrested and ques- 
tioned, the small-boys explained that 
they had conceived their system of 
canal-boat wrecking after reading in the 
daily papers 'the exploits of ex-Secretary 
RoBEson, and that they .intended, after 
providing themselves with a hundred dol- 
lars each by the sale of kindlings, to go to 
New-York ‘and secretly repair such men- 
of-war as they might find in the navy- 
yard. 

Scarcely has the news of the arrest of 
this juvenile ‘‘ Robeson Gang” been made 
public than it is announced that Mr. RoBE- 
soN contemplates writing his autobiogra- 
phy. There is not an intelligent parent in 
the land who will not be filled with dread 
at this announcement. The dime biogra- 
phies of such eminent persons as the JAMES 
boys and the Forp boys are written by men. 
who know little of the true history of those 
popular criminals; and yet the biographies 
in question do incalculable harm. If Mr. 
RoBeEsON writes his own life, it will have 
the merit of more or less truthfulness, and 
hence will be more powerful for evil than 
any of the dime biographies of noted mal- 
efactors now in circulation. 

Tt is rumored that the threatened auto- 
biography will be entitled ‘‘ Robeson, the 
Wild Repairer; or, The Terror of the 
Navy,” and will be illustrated with coarse 
wood-cuts showing the hero in the act of 
repairing vessels with dynamite, and of 
performing other thrilling and character- 
istic feats. The book will, of course,

It is devoutly to be wished that Mr. 
ROBESON would reconsider his alleged pur- 
pose of becoming a dime author. Rather 
let him follow the example of certain 
other eminent Americans and make an 
engagement to exhibit himself in a dime 
museum. Without doubt he could com- 
mand a high salary, and his exhibition 
would do far less harm to the rising gen- 
eration than his threatened book would do, 
for the reason that where one boy would 
visit the museum to gaze upon RoBEson, 
the Wild Repairer, a hundred boys 
would read a dime biography with the 
same attractive title. 


Gen. MAHONE is not having an easy task 
in his effort to control the Coalition Con- 
vention at Richmond and label the dele- 
gates to be chosen to-day for President 
ARTHUR. Some of the strongest of his 
former lieutenants, including Gov. Cam- 
ERON and Senator RIDDLEBERGER, are 
working against him. This is ominous 
for MAHONE’s power whatever may be the 
result of to-day’s convention. It is very 
likely that Arthur delegates will be se- 
cured, but it is doubtful whether iron- 
clad instructions will be accepted, and in 
any case it will be evident that MAHONE’s 
party is not united on the question of the 
Republican nomination for President. The 
real Republicans of Virginia are taking no 
part in this particular contest. In Missis- 
sippi the delegates to the Chicago Conven- 
tion have been chosen, but even there 
they are not a unit for ARTHUR. Some of 
them have other preferences, and there is 
said to be a general disposition to act in 
the National, Convention as shall seem 
best for the general interegts of the party 
throughout the country. 


It is scarcely credible that the author of 
“ The Grandissimes” and ** Madame Delphine” is 
disliked by the people of Louisiana simply be- 
cause he has put into literature the foibles of the 
creoles. Mr. CABLE has honored himself by his 
writings, and certainly has put nothing into his 
books to dishonor the ancestors of the old resi- 
dents of New-Orleans. Yet paragraphs are con- 
stantly appearing in the Southern newspapers 
which are evidently intended to create the im- 
pression that Mr. CABLE has offended the 
South. We do not believe that this is 
true, though perhaps his success. has 
made some other Southern writers jealous. 
A New-Orleans man is quoted,in the Augusta 
Chronicle, as saying disparaging words about Mr. 
CABLE’s work, and crediting his popularity in 
the North to imaginary abuse which he has 
-heaped upon the chivalrous Southrons. This is 
,bosh. Mr. CABLE’s books are read and his public 
entertainments well attended in the North be- 
cause his books are interesting and he reads se- 
lections from them ina pleasing manner. Per- 
haps, however, the reported hostility to Mr. Ca- 
BLE in hisown home originated with the Louisi- 
ana Lottery Company. Certainly, ‘‘Sieur George” 
is one of the best expositions of the sham of the 
lotteries that ever was written.

The earthquake which has just startled 
‘England, and which will probably be mistaken 
‘by a good many nervous people for the “ general 
explosion” recently promised by the Irish dyna- 
miters, appears to have been a pretty severe one 
for the temperate zone. In reading of the fall of 
solid church spires, and the flinging of houses to- 
gether till fire broke out among the ruins, one is 
reminded of the great convulsion which laid 
Caracas in ruins and buried beneath the sea the 
Peruvian port of Callao. A still more singular 
fate befell one of the English churches destroyed 
by the earthquake of March, 1750. The upper 
part of the spire, shaken from its place by the 
shock, actually slipped down inside the lower: 
part, where.it remained wedged like a knife ina 
sheath.

The keystones ofall the arches in the 
Carmo Church sprang from their places simul- 
taneously, while the arches themselves, too solid 
to fall even then, were left standing gapped and

THE WAGNER CONCERTS. 

The first of the three Wagner concerts 
announced to occur at the Metropolitan Opera- 
house this week was given there last evening in 
presence of a large audience. The programme 
was made up of music from “ Tannhiuser,” 
“Die Walkiire,” and “Siegfried,” and its 
nterpretation occupied two hours. The in- 
terest of the performance grew  main- 
ly out of the joint appearance of 
Mme. Materna and Herren Winkelmann and Sca- 
ria, three artists whom the late Herr Wagner held 
to have been created for the express purpose of 
embodying his heroes and heroines. It was 
scarcely excited by the music chosen for inter- 
pretation or by the achievements of the orchestra. 
Nearly 15 years have gone by since Mr. Neuendorff 
first brought the beauties of ** Lohengrin” to the 
notice of the American public, and, seven years 
ago, the same enterprising musician supplied at- 
tractive representations of “Die Walktire.” 
“Tannhiuser” and “ Der Fliegende Holltiinder” 
have been sung again and again, and the most 
intelligible portions of “ Tristan und Isolde” and 
of the Trilogy have repeatedly been lis- 
tened to in symphony concerts. In point of 
effect, too, yesterday’s orchestral performances 
have been outdone. The orchestra of the Phil- 
harmonic, although numerically weaker by a 
third than the instrumental forces gathered 
jast night, produces a far better impression 
at the Academy than does the larger body 
at the Metropolitan, while the band re- 
cruited during the Music Festival of 1882 
was twice as strong in numbers. Bearing in 
mind, then, that with the exception of the long 
duet from “ Siegfried,” the compositions makin 
up yesterday’s programme all been hea: 
before under conditions at least as favorable to 
their significance, and remembering that the or- 
chestra was not extraordinarilylarge or proficient, 
if compared with the Philharmonic —— 
the special importance attaching to the work o 
the clagers will be easily. understood. The ex- 

tations aroused as to their gifts and skill may 
Be said to have been fultilled with reasonable 
completeness. Mme. Materna’s success was most 
marked, Herr Scaria’s is to be recorded as 
next in order, and Herr Winkelmann, although 
he was accorded a smaller meed of applause than 
his associates, afforded satisfaction to those per- 
sons, at least, who understood the requirements 
of Wagnerian speech and song. me. Ma- 
terna’s voice and style have improved vast- 
ly since her first visit to the United States. 
er tones have become finer and more vibrant, 
the tremulousness that clung to them has 
almost wholly disappeared, and, while the car- 
rying power of her notes has, of ccurse, been in- 
creased, their force has, if anything, besn added 
to. The Austrian songstress’s powers of ex- 
ression are a3 distinct as heretofor?; taking 
er all in all, it must be admit‘~’ that it 
would be difficult to find an artist better 
equipped for her task. To Herr Scaria‘’s voice 
and method attention has been giver in these 
columns thrice within the past four days. Herr 
‘s presence is sympathetic and com- 
manding, the medium and lower tones of his 
deep ss voice are rich and_ reson- 
ant, and his enunciation is beautifully 
clear cut. ° Frequent uncertainty in attacking 
a note, occasional preneness to change the 
quality of a tone while holding it, and a tend- 
ency to sing false are the patent defects of his 
style.

MADISON-SQUARE THEATRE. 

Mr. R. H. Hatch, a young elocutionist, 
whe has met with favor in London, but who is 
an American, made his first appearance in this city 
yesterday afternoon at the Madison-Square Thea- 
tre, where he was heard with many signs of de- 
light by a large audience, almost wholly com- 
posed of ladies.

THE DUTY OF THE REPUBLICAN PRESS. 
From Harper's Weekly. 

The warmth of*the controversy for ths 
selection of delegates to Chicago, which turns 
upon nothing but personal preferences, leads 
some Repwblican papers to complain that other 
papers, and especially in this State, say frankly 
that certain candidates could not carry the State. 
But what should besaid? If the election were lost 
in New-York, for instance, because of the igno- 
rance of delegates from other parts of the country 
of the sentiment of this State in regard to can- 
didates, might not the papers of those parts just- 
ly ask why no note of warning had been raised? 
Even if a majority of the delegates from New- 
York should agree in supporting the candidate, 
vill any one who is practically familiar with poli- 
tics accept such a fact as proof that the nomina~ 
tion is wise? It is a too familiar and frequent 
illustration, but we must ask again, did the New- 
York Republican Convention of 1882 represent 
the reai sentiment of the party in its own State, 
or was it profoundly ignorant of it? 

The well-known tricks by which clever and un- 
scrupulous politicians secure their ends, and the 
indifference of the great mass of voters to the 

rimaries, make it excuetingny unwise to accept 

he personal preferences of a delegation in re 
to candidates as the actual preference of 
he community. Now, we ask the rs of 
which we speak if the sentiment which is quite 
werful enough and cou ous enough to de- 
Feat a candidate, but which is not organized 
enough or careful enough to attend the 
primary. be perfectly well known, does 
a Republican paper discharge its duty 
to the country or to the party if it 
says nothing about it whatever, and allows it to 
be inferred in other States that all candidates 
when once nominated will be equally ———— 
and st.pported with the same earnestness? Tha 
is a very false conception of the duty and func- 
tion of the press, anda very stupid and degrad- 
ing one. The old-fashioned party organ whose 
business was to declare that all its own party 
men and measures were perfect, and all those of 
the other side contemptible, was a ludicrous 
sheet of which some specimens still remain. But 
it is not by such means that a great party eithe 
achieves or deserves success.

THE-HOUSE BEGINS WORK 


EVENING SESSIONS TO BE HELD 
FOR TARIFF DEBATE. 

THE PENSION APPROPRIATION BILL PASSED 
AND SEVERAL TARIFF SPEECHES DE- 
LIVERED—A PROMISE OF HARDER WORK, 

WasHINGToN, April 22.—By an arrange- 
ment between Mr. Morrison and Mr. Randall, as 
representatives of the Committees on Ways and 
Means and Appropriations, the tariff debate was 
reopened to-day, and after three speeches had 
been delivered Mr. Morrison gave way to the Ap- 
propriations Committee to finish the consid- 
eration of the Pension Appropriation 
bill. The suggestion that night sessions 
should be held - for debate on the 
Tariff bill met with less opposition than was ex- 
pected, and when Mr. Morrison made the propo- 
sition in the House to-day it was agreed to. By 
meeting at 11 o'clock in the morning and devot- 
ing also several hours at night to this question a 
large number of members who want to make 
gpeseches may be accommodated, and the general 
debate, it is hoped, may be closed on Thurs- 
Gay of next week. Friday of this week is 
the regular day for private bills, and Satur- 
Gay is set apart by order of the House 
for consideration of the general Shipping bill. 
Next Monday will be at the disposal of the com- 
mittee that has charge of matters affecting the 
District of Columbia, so that there really remain 
only five days for the tariff debate if it is to be 
closed on May 1. Many of the would-be speech- 
ymakers wil] have to be satisfied with permission 
to print their essays in the Record. 

The speeches delivered to-day by Mr. Wellborn, 
of Texas, in favor of tariff reform, and by Mr. 
McKinley, of Ohio, against a reduction of duties, 
received marked attention, and both of the speak- 
ers were generally congratulated by their party 
friends. Mr. Wellborn, who has an earnest manner 
end fervent delivery, spoke w‘thout notes or man- 
uscript. Without commenting on the Morrison 
bill, which he regards as an inadequate measure, 

ven for the initial step which the tariff reformers 

ave undertaken, he directed his remarks to a 

general discussion of the tariff system and 

placed himself in line with the leading advocates 
of a tariff solely for revenue. His address was 
ie eee by the revenue reformers as one of the 

t that has been presented. In the current 
debate Mr. McKinley placed himself at the 
very extreme of the high tariff position, 
and, in the opinion of the _ protectionists, 
his epeech entitles him to rank among 
the ablest and most adroit advocates of a con- 
tinuance of war taxes in time of peace. Unlike 

Mr. Wellborn, he treated the question at issue 

with less of theory and more of practical appli- 

cation. He criticized the Morrison bil! in many of 
its details, and contemptuously dubbed it “an 
invention of indolence” and “the mechan- 
ism of a botch workman.” He remarked 
that the Senate did wisely to _ pass 

a bankrupt law as a _ fit correlative 

of the Morrison bill, which would ruin American 

roanufacturers if it should becomealaw. The 
familiar high tariff plea was presented by the 

Ohio protectionist in attractive form, and was 

evidently fashioned to please the farming and 

laboring classes. Mr. Herbert, of Alabama, a 

member of the Committee on Ways and Means, 

vegan an argument in favor of the Morrison bill, 
but he failed to engage the attention of enough 
members to make the effort worth while, and in 
eashort time he gave up and obtained leave to 
rint. 

” About two dozen members were present at the 

evening session, but the small attendance did 

not interfere with the delivery of several tariff 

speeches, most of which were brief and uninter- 

esting.

COMMISSIONER LORING MADE HAPPY. 

The dignity of the office of Commissioner 
of Agriculture has been vindicated, and the Hon. 
Mr. Loring is now a personage Of more impor- 
tance than ever. The attemptsof Senator Plumb 
and others to raise the head of the Agricultural 
Department to the rank of a Cabinet officer have 
not yet been successful, but the Senate to-day

CONTROLLER KNOX’S VINDICATION. 

Now that the Committee on Banking 
and Currency of the House ef Representatives 
has decided that it has no fault to find with Con- 
troller of the Currency John J. Knox, in con- 
nection with the failure of the Pacific National 
Bank of Boston, Mr. Knox will to-morrow 


formally resign the office he has held for the last 
¥ years, the resignation to take effect on May 1. 
The decision of the committee was reached to- 
day. The resolution it adopted declares that 
the committee finds nothing in the evidence be- 
fore it showing that the Controller entered into 
a conspiracy with Examiner Needham, and cen- 
sures the Examiner for allowing his own judg- 
ment to be influenced by those who wished to 
sustain the bank. Concerning the responsibility 
of the Controller for the losses consequent upon 
the alleged false representation of the amount 
of capital stock the bank intended to hold, the 
committee concludes that that isa matter to be 
decided by the courts. 
Controller Knox says that he was offered the 
,oaae of President of the National Bank of the 
public of New-York oa Feb. 1, and accepted it, 
to take office on April 1. Wishing to be free 
to aid the House committee in its investigation 
of the Pacific Bank and himself, he suppressed 
the fact that he proposed to resign his Govern- 
ment office. He now proposes to assume the du- 
ties of the bank Presidency on May |. Mr. Knox 
was Deputy Controller of the Currency for five 
years before his appointment to his present 
office.

GOV. ABBETT TAKEN TO TASK.

THREE OF HIS NOMINATIONS CONFIRMED 
AFTER A BITTER FIGHT. 

TRENTON, April 22.—Gov. Abbett’s proc- 
lamation convening to-day a special session of 
the Senate for the purpose of confirming such 
nominations as remained unacted upon last Fri- 
day, when the Legislature adjourned sine die, re- 
sulted in the attendance of every Senator. The 
proclamation set noon as the hour, and though 
all the Senators were either loitering in the halls 
or lobbies of the State-house when Secretary 
Stiles called the roll, only a few were in their 


seats, and President Vail, on motion, declared 
the session adjourned until 2 o’clock. When 
that hour arrived there was a full at- 
tendance. Immediately the Governor sent 
in the following nomination: For State Assessor, 
Allan L. McDermott, of Jersey City; for Lay 
Judge of the Sussex County Court of Common 
Pleas, ex-Senator Samuel T. Smith; Lay zones 
of the Morris County Common Pleas, Charles H. 
Munson; for Commissioner of the Sinking Fund, 
Alvah Clarke, of Somerset: for Managers of the 
Morris Plains Asylum, Dr. Baird, of Warren, and 
Dr. Henry D. Winton, of Bergen. These were 
temporarily laid over. Senator Schenck, of Mid- 
dlesex, created — astir by offering a resolu- 
tion to the effect that the failure of the Senate to 
confirm the nominations sent in by the Governor 
before the final adjournment was due partly to 
the unreasonable delay of the Governor in mak- 
ing his nominations, and partly to the objection- 
able character of some of them. These could not 
be confirmed with due regard for the dignity of 
the Senate.. The resolution concludes as follows: 

Whereas, It is proper under such circumstances that 
the citizens of this State should be fullv informed of 
the true reason for calling this special session of the 
Senate and of its proceedings, 

Resolved, That the executive business of this meeting 
be considered in open session. 

Mr. Youngblood made a speech in favor of the 
adoption of the resolution, and claimed that 
there had been a corrupt bargain entered into 
between the Governor and some of the Senators. 
Senator Carpenter resented Mr. Youngblood’s 
remarks, and most emphatically denied the ex- 
istence of any bargain. The resolution was re- 
jected by a_ two-thirds vote, and the Sen- 
ate then went into executive session. 
After a bitter contest the nominations 
of Messrs. McDermott, Smith, and Clarke 
were confirmed, the others being rejected. 
Mr. McDermott is President of the Jersey Cit 
Board of Finance and a lawyer of no mean abil- 
ity. Mr. Clarke is an ex-Congressman and a 
highly reputable member of the Somerset Coun- 
ty Bar. muel T. Smith is an ex-State Senator 
and also a prominent lawyer of Sussex County. 
Mr. Winton was Clerk of the last House of As- 
sembly, and is editor and proprietor of the Ber- 

en County Democrat. Mr. Munson is a well- 
nown member of the Bar of Dover, and was 
highly recommended by Mr. Neighbour, the only 
Democratic Assemblyman from Morris County. 
and Dr. Baird is an accomplished physician o 
Washington, N. J. All are men above reproach,

THREE STRANGE SUITS. 


JOSEPH EVANS’ CLAIM FOR DAMAGES 
AGAINST A RICH MAN, 

ATLANTA, Ga., April 22.—There have been 
filed in court here two suits for damages by 
Joseph Evansagainst Mr. George W. Collier, one 
of the wealthiest property-owners in this county. 
The first suit is brought to recover compensation 
“ for work and labor done and performed for the 
defendant on his farm by the plaintiff for five 
years at $20 per month, amounting to $1,200,fhe- 
sides interest.” This suit is further explained by 


the one that follows, in which the plaintiff 
asks for $20,000 damages. Evans alleges that 
in 1867 he was 4 years of age; that his father 
was killed in the Confederate army; that his 
mother died soon after, and that he was given 
into the custody of Mrs. Emily Evans, who 
claimed that he was bound to her bylaw and 
that she had a right to control him, and that she 

ve him the name of Joseph Evans. He says 

rs. Evans lived in the country and uired him 
to carry large milk cans to the city daily; that 
his strength was unequal to the task, and that 
the labor deformed both his legs, causing them 
to turn in at the knees. ve years ago 
Mrs. Evans turned Joseph over to her brother, 
George W. Collier, to work on his farm. He says 
that on the 15th of November, 1883, he was or- 
dered by Collier to shoot any trespassing cattle, 
and believing it his duty to obey, he did shoot a 
cow. Collier promised to assume the responsi- 
bility, and advised him to waive examination, 
and went his bail to appear at the City Court. 
Afterward Collier became with the plaint- 
iff, and, telling him that his trial was to 
occur, induced him to come to the Court- 
house, and there gave him up to the 
Sheriff, by whom he was kept in jail until 
released by his neighbors, as soon as they learned 
of the outrage. This act, he alleges, was a ma- 
licious one on the part of Collier, and for damage 
done him he claims $10,000. Healso charges that 
Collier worked him excessively, and confirmea 
his physical deformity, refusing todo anything 
for his relief, and that when an eminent su n 
of mre g a —' Pp aeg h in the matter free, 
prov ollier wou u e necessary appa- 
ratus at a cost of $25, Collier refused. For thus 
permitting him and enforcing him to grow into 

rmanent deformity plaintiff claims another 

10,000 damages. 

Mrs. George Moore, owner of the Jersey cow 
that Evans killed under orders from Collier, sues 
Collier for $3,000. The trials will be watched with 
no little interest, as Collier is noted as the most 
miserly rich man in Georgia.

The 
closest contest was in Cecil, where the 
fight had been straight out between 
Blaine and Arthur. On that issue the Arthur 
men had been able to elect only 16 out of 40 dele- 
gates. Mr. Creswell, however, hoped by making 
personal pleas to the delegates to induce them to 
support him for a district delegate. By the same 
means he secured his election to the Frederick

The most surprisi thing about to-day’s con- 
ventions is the resuitin Garrett County, which, 
the Arthur men claimed, was certain to go for 
them. The result showed how visionary this 
was, for resolutions instructing the delegates for 
Blaine were passed almost without dissent. 
The = Appraisership which Combs was 
prom in case he carried Garrett for 
Arthur has béen vacant for nearly a year. 
All the delegates to the Con ional District 
Conventions, which meet on Thursday, and the 
State Convention, which meets on y 1, have 
been chosen, except in Baltimore:city. Here the 
contest is not so much between Blaine and 
Arthur as it has been elsewhere. It is rather be- 
tween the rival factions, and the delegates of 
both sides would be will ng to vote for Arthur if 
there should be a probabiiity ot his being nomi- 
nated. e ell men, however, insist on 
atte J the delegates pledged to Arthur, and this 
is likely to defeat them.

THE BAY STATE FOR EDMUNDS. 
FOUR DISTRICTS ELECTING DELEGATES 
WITH NOT A MAN AGAINST HIM. 

Boston, April 22.—Delegates to the Chi- 
cago Republican Convention were chosen to- 
day in four Districts—the Fifth, Seventh, Ninth, 
and Eleventh. In each district pronounced 
Edmunds men were chosen and Edmunds was 
shown to be decidedly the choice of the 
great majority represented in each conven- 
tion. In the Essex District—the Sev- 
enth—where it had been said that 
& well engineered Blaine movement was to 
develop in the convention and where the little 


group of Blaine workers in this State have 
counted on securing at least one delegate upon 
whom they could depend at Chicago, the men 
chosen are uncompromising Edmunds men, one 
of them, Col. E. H. Haskell, being nominated in 
the convention as for “* Edmunds first. last, and 
always,” and receiving the highest vote in the 
ballots taken. 

In each district the Presidential preference of 
candidates for delegdtes was clearly and unmis- 
takably stated, so that the men chosen, though 
neither instructed nor pledged, go as directly 
representing on the formal declaration of their 
friends in the convention the sentiment of the 
Republicans of this State for Edmunds, as against 
the other leading candidates for the Chicago 
nomination. Inseveral cases thesecond choice of 
the delegates chosen is assumed to be for Arthur, 
but none are for Blaine. The delegates chosen 
to-day are:

In the Seventh 
District Convention a resolution indorsing Presi- 
dent Arthur's Administration was tabled, though 
there was applause when it was offered. The 
Arthur men explained that its disposition 
was due to the evident desire of the convention 
not to commitits delegates to Chicago. Inthe 
Seventh District Convention, also, a resolution 
to the effect that the representation in the Nation- 
al] Convention should have respect to the number 
of Republican votes cast in eacb Congressional 
District at the Presidential election preceding it 
was debated, but no action was reached. In the 
Ninth District there were several ballots before 
a choice was effected, there being several candi- 
dates with warm friends behind them. It had 
been stated regarding this district, as well as the 
Seventh, that wires were laid to secure one 
Biaine delegate. If this wasso, the wires failed 
to work, for the delegates chosen are pronounced 
Edmunds; men and anti-Blaine.

HIS ELECTION NOT A CONTEST BETWEEN 
GRESHAM AND HARRISON. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 22.—Morris 
McDonald, of New Albany, sends a statement to 
the Journal which should put at rest the silly story 
that his election as a delegate to Chicago over 
the Hon. Will Cumback was in any sense a 
contest between Gen, Gresham and Harrison, 
That idea never was heard of until it was started

But Senator Harrison's friends met this 
objection with the statement that his name 
would not be before the Chicago Conven- 
tion, and immediately, and most  prop- 
erly, all opposition to his election as a 
deiegate was withdrawn. I regard his election 
as proper and merited. The idea of Gresham's 
friends having any feeling against or opposition 
to Senator Harrison, or Harrison’s friends hav- 
ing any such feeling against Gen. Gresham, is 
utterly absurd, and no such feeling entered into 
the contest for delegate to Chicago between 
Gov. Cumback and myself. It was a question of 
location, and upon this I was chosen over one of 
Indiana’s most distinguished citizens and loyal 
and honored Republicars.”

THE CANDIDATES IN OHIO. 
THE SHERMAN MEN PREPARING A SCHEME 

TO OVERTURN BLAINE’S HOPES. 
CLEVELAND. Ohio, April 22.—The dele- 
gates and candidates are beginning to flock in, 
ready for the opening of the Republican State 
Convention to-morrow afternoon. The ques- 
tions touching the State ticket are swallowed 
up in interest by the Presidential contest, and 
nearly all the talk revolves around Chicago and 
its possibilities. This does not arise altogether 
from the fact that four delegates at large are to 
be chosen on Thursday, but because a large 
majority of the districts have as yet chosen no 
delegates of their own to the National Conven- 
tion direct, but will.do so some time during this 


convention. An exciting time is expected in the 
Cincinnati delegation, where half a dozen can- 
didates are hot at work against each other, 
among them being ex-Congressman Ben Butter- 


worth. 

A very significant thing noticed to-night is the 
attitude of the Sherman men. There isa scheme 
on foot that bodes no to Blaine. Sherman 
is in the fight for all he is worth and a deep 
scheme of some sort will undoubtedly be played. 
There are some districts that have given instruc- 
tions for Blaine whose delegates are here doing 
what they can for Sherman. They say that the 
popular feeling was such in their counties that 
an open fight for Sherman would have met with 
nothing but marked defeat. They were accord- 
ingly compelled to swim with the tide, to de- 
clare themselves for Blaine) and to trust in 
the good luck of the future to reconcile their 
actual position with the one that had been as- 
sumed. An experienced observer, in describing 
this phase of the situation, says: “Sherman. was 
beaten four years ago by treachery, and his 
friends are peaey, to play a little me in that 
line themselves this year. The Blaine people are 
going ahead in an open, manly way, not su 

ng what has been done or is being done. I have 
not one idea that Ohio will send a Blaine majori- 
ty to Chicago, but believe that Sherman will 
have one. e Blaine men will have occasion to 
open their eyes before Thursday afternoon.” 

One or two peculiar things are noticed. One is 
that, while local conventions all around have 
been giving instructions for Blaine, and while 
individual delegates now present are for him, 
there seems to be no organized effort in his be- 
half, and the seasoned politicians, who lay the 
ropes and do the ma ing. are wary about 
shouting out in his behalf. The Sherman men, 
on the other hand, have a compact and able or- 
_. with regular head-quarters, are in 

irect and constant communication with Wash- 
ington, are officered by such men as Capt. Don- 
aldson and Smith Johnson, of Columbus. and 
are doing the kind of work that tell in a conven- 
tion of this sort. There is no telling how much 
will result from their labor, but there will be 
one at least to hurt the size and strength of 
the Blaine boom in Ohio. 

As the night wears on, the Sherman deal be- 
comes more and more apparent, and Falk, in his 
interest, is being heard on all sides. Its sudden- 
ness to-night looks like an arranged programme, 
and cannot but have its effect on the delega- 
tions coming in to-night. Gen. Grosvenor, Gen. 
Beatty, and some other leading Sherman men 
haye arrived, and are making points wherever 
they can. They say that for Ohio to ignore 
Sherman at this day and go with a boom for an- 
other candidate takes on too much the character 
ofasnub. Grosvenor is to be chairman of the 
temporary convention to-morrow, and his 
speech has been carefull prepared and 
was put in type several days ago. A 
significant point about it is that it 

ves fShermat a send-off in several places, but 
says nothing of Garfleld’s Administration, and 
has no need of mentioning Blaine’s connec- 
tion therewith. Among the delegates from 
the rural regions to-night is Capt. C. E. 
Henry, who was removed from the Mar-

He is a delegate from Geauga and is 
for Blaine. He says that Sherman is the second 
choice of many Blaine men, provided there is no 
trickery attempted. When asked as to Arthur 
he declared him utterly out of the race, and that 
he could not possibly carry Ohio. 

The tide is not ing to any great extent for 
Arthur. Those who are opposed to him declare 
without hesitation that he cannot carry Ohio, 
while those who are favoring him content them- 
selves with the declaration that he can carry the 
State despite this opposition. This sort of argu- 
ment does not help him much. While a number 
of the Federal office-holders are here at work for 
him, there are some who are not, among them 
being Postmaster Myers, of Columbus, who is at 
work for Sherman. 

Although the question of Secretary of State, 
who will head the ticket, has been almost lost 
sight of, there are some who are very much in- 
terested in it. Col. Axline, of the Adjutant- 
General’s Office, is in the lead to-night, with 
Senator Wolcott near him. The Hon. orge T. 
Chapman, of Cleveland, was looked upon as the 
a San but has directly refused to allow the 
use of his name, not because he fears the result, 
but from questions of personal and business in- 
terest. Ex-Gov. Foster is not here and probably 
will not be. He is out of the race as a delegate 
at large. There is a fight in the Cleveland 
delegation as who shall receive its 
support for delegate at large, a part favoring 
ex-Congressman Parsons and some inclined 
teward ex-Congressman Townsend. The former 
is an active candidate, while the latter says he is 
not anxious for it. The result of the recent 
Spring elections in Cleveland and elsewhere has

THE ILLINOIS DELEGATION. 
WHY EMERY A. STORRS AND GEN. RAUM 
WERE NOT GIVEN PLACES. 

Curcaco, April 22.—The Tribune gives 
the following reasons why Emery A. Storrs and 
Green B. Raum were set aside by the Peoria 
Convention and Gov. Hamilton and Clarke Carr 
chosen instead as delegates at large to the Na- 
tional Convention: ‘“*‘When the Committee on 
the Selection of Delegates at Large, made up from 
each Congressional district, began to discuss the 
persons to be recommended to the convention it 
became apparent that they were against Storrs, 


and therein they reflected the feeling of the entire 
body, because they believed that he was only 
nominally for Logan; that his first choice was 
Arthur or Edmunds, and that after he had cast 
one or two complimentary votes for Logan he 
would be for one of the persons named above, But 
the convention, while primarily for Logan, was 
after that a Blaine crowd—more than nine-tenths 
of the members, at least—and they did not inten 
to select a delegate who was not for the mano 
their choice. Had they had any assurance from 
Storrs that when he left Logan he would go over 
to Blaine he would have been chosen without dif- 
ficulty, but having no such assurances they se- 
lected Clarke Carr, a veteran Republican, who 
was a member of the Baltimore Convention of 
1864 which nominated Lincoln for his second term, 
and who, it was known, would cast his ballot for 
Blaine if it should become apparent that it was 
useless to stick to Gen. Logan. As for Gen. 
Raum, though he was known to bea Blaine man, 
there were two things that proved fatal to his 
candidacy. One of these was the we ay among 
the delegates that he was now living in Wash- 
ington and was no longer a citizen of Illinois; 
that he was a foreigner who had come 
West only to get a seat in the National Conven- 
tion. This sentiment prevailed even among the 
Egyptians, and not having the warm and undi- 
ed support of what had been his own section, 
he naturally failed to get what he wanted. But 
besides that, there were many men inthe Peoria 
meeting who had been at Springfield in 1880 
who remembered keenly what they then felt to be 
Raum’srough riding course as the presiding officer 
of the convention that year, and who had vowed 
then that if they ever had the chance they would 
pay him off in full. These causes combined were 
uite sufficient to defeat the General, and when 
it was decided not to take him nothing 
was more natural than that Gov. Ham- 
ilton should have been selected to fill 
the vacant place, for, irrespective of other 
considerations, he represented fully the feeling 
of the convention that it ought to pick out 
delegates who should, in the event of Logan's 
withdrawal, cast their votes for Blaine, unless 
some good reason, not now apparent, should 
make it their duty to act otherwise. If such a 
state of things occurs when the National Conven- 
tion meets in June, it is more than likely that the 
four delegates at large and pretty much all of the 
others will cast their votes for Robert T. Lincoln.”

HartTrorpD, April 22.—The Republican 
State Convention for the nomination of dele- 
gates to the National Convention at Chicago 
will be held at Allyn Hall, this city, to-morrow.

WITNESSES DENYING THAT MESSRS, HUNTER, 


BELMONT, AND TRAVERS CONTROLLED 


THE GOVERNING COMMITTEE, 

The “learned counsel,” as they were 
pleased to call each other, monopolized most of 
the time in the Loubat suit against the Union 
Club yesterday, and assailed Judge Van Vorst 
with a continuous storm of objections and ex- 
ceptions. Secretary Oliver K. King took the 
witness chair again and repeated to Lawyer Rob- 
inson the circumstances of the dinner at the 
club-house and his difficulty with Loubat. In 
the course of a protest against Mr. Robinson's 
practice of putting leading questions to the 
witness Mr. Choate remarked that the 
House Committee had no right to censure 
Loubat, and their doing so was a piece 
of gross impertinence. Mr. King said that the 
withdrawal of the censure was on his motion, 
and at his request. Mr. Robinson wanted to in- 
troduce evidence of the high personal character 
of some of the members of the club, but Mr. 
Choate objected, and the court sustained him. 
Mr. Robinson argued that as the club had been 
referred toas a body of frivolous men, who 
worshiped the golden calf, gamblers, and like 
objectionable terms, he desired to show the kind 


of men who governed it and who were accused 
of bias and prejudice. Mr. King was shown & 
newspaper addressed to Loubat’s mother in 
France, from this city, containing an account 
of the quarrel in which her son was a@ rtici- 

ant. esaid that the address was not in his 

andwriting. nor did he know whose it was. 
Finally Mr. Choate asked: 

“Is Henry Turnbull a man of good moral char- 
acter?” 

There was a prompt objection from the defense. 
Mr. Choate argued for his right, claiming that he 
could show that the man was of notoriously bad 
character, but the court decided against him, 
and he took an exception.: The next question 
was: “Do you know Henry Turnbull’s reputa- 
tion for truth and veracity ?” 

Another vigorous objection from Mr. Carter, 
followed by an hour’s discussion. Mr. Choate 
said that he proposed to show that Henry Turn- 
bull was not to be believed under oath or not 
under oath, and that his evidence before the sub- 
committee .of investigation was not worthy of 
credit. Mr. Carter argued that the case must be 
Gesperate, indeed, when Loubat was driven to 
say that a man with whom he formerly as- 
sociated, and to whom he was talking when 
the language which caused the quarrel was used 
was of notoriously bad character. He claimed 
that there was nothing in the report to show 
that Turnbull’s testimony had more weight with 
the sub-committee than had Loubat’s. The lat- 
ter’sevidence alone was sufficient to justify his 
expulsion. Mr. Carter claimed that the effort to 
show even ashadow of bias had most signally 
failed. This remark led Mr. Choate into a re- 
view of the facts according to the evidence so far 
presented. He said that Mr. King d told 
somebody that Loubat was expe#ed for 
improper language used in the club-house. 
The records show that this was not s0. 
There was no evidence of any improper 
remark. It had not been shown to the sub-com- 
mittee nor to the court. It was alleged that some 
language was used relating to a certain person 
who was not, and from the nature of thi could 
not be, a member of the Union Club. ut the 
sub-committee had very properly ignored the re- 
marks and reported them in blank. The quarrel 
between Turnbull and Loubat was not for those 
remarks, but began by Turnbull making an at- 
tack on Loubat. The sub-committee was = 

inted to find out the nature of this attack. If 

urnbull’s evidence was polluted,it should be 
shown. The assertions were made behind Lou- 
bat’s back and he had never been given an op- 
portunity to reply to them. 

Judge Van Vorst excluded all questions as to 
Turnbull’s reputation now, but said that Mr. 
Choate might inquire into his reputation at the 
time of the quarrel. A man having a good,reputa- 
tion, or even character, then might lose it after- 
ward. Men slide down the plane very rapidly 
sometimes. Both sides took exceptions from the 
ruling so far as it disagreed with their different 
views. 

* But I offer to prove,” said Mr. Choate, “ that 
Henry Turnbull has since been cast out of the 
Cnion Club. He was officially notified that his 
reputation was such that his resignation would 
be received, and he tendered it instantly.” Then 
the lawyer turned to Mr. Kingagain. “How 
came you to say,” he asked, “that Loubat got 
permission to use hat eves dining-room from 
the steward and not from the House Commit- 
tee?” 

“T stated the exact truth,” was the answer. 

“ Have you any bias against Mr. Loubat ?” was 
the next question, put so suddenly that the wit- 
bess started in his ehair and stammered fora 
reply. 

'X-n-now,” he asked, “ at present?” 

“ At this very moment.” 

- “T have,” he said, deliberately, when the objec- 
tions of his counsel had been overruled. Ina 
mgment he said, ** Mr. Choate, the consent to use 
that room was given to Loubat by the steward 
on a verbal message of approval from Mr. Con- 
stable, provided the arrangement did not incon- 
venience the members.” 

“Then it was used by authority of the Presi- 
dent. wasn’t it? And you say that you meant to 
tell the truth when you said that permission 
came from the steward?” 

“I do,” repeated King. 

* That’s enough to show that the witness meant 
to deceive the court,” said Mr. Choate. 

Mr. King continued to remark that the only 
way for Loubat to get the door closed the night 
of the difficulty was to appeal to a member of 
the House Committee. Presumably the steward 
would have closed the door if he (King) had told 
him to doso. The sore spot wasthat Loubat had 
sent the message to King by a waiter instead of 
coming and making the request himself, and the 
abrupt manner in which he conducted himself 
after the refusal. 

Mr. Carter—Mr. King, what did you mean when 
you said you were biased against Mr. Loubat? 

“I meant that my feelings were against him 
because he had behaved improperly. I did not 
mean to intimate hostility or hatred.” 

Mr. Choate gg the witness fora definition 
of the word bias. “I don’t know the precise 
definition,” said King. “ Yes, Sir, I was educated 
in New-York, and am ordinarily familiar with 
the English language.”’ The defending counsel 
rushed to the rescue of the witness, but Mr. 
Choate said: “I mean to prove by his own lips 
that he knows the exact meaning of that word, 
and did so when he used it. He knows that when 
dress-makers speak of cutting cloth bias they 
mean running ali to one side.” 

Mr. King picked up his hat and walked to a 
seat among his brethren in the fashionable 
waistcoats. Mr. Choate fired one parting salute: 
“Mr. King,” he said, “do you know of anything 
else favorable to the plaintiff and his cause?” 

Mr. John Hunter took the witness stand and 
leaned on one of the most unique canes in the 
room. Hesaid that he had been a member of 
the Union Club for 20 years. “Are you ac- 
quainted with Mr. Loubat 7?” asked Mr. Choate. 

** No, Sir,” answered Mr. Hunter, emphatically; 
“I was acquainted with him until he was ex- 
pelled from the club,” he explained, noticing 
the. general expressions of surprise, “but 
f.. don’t know him now. am acquaint- 
ed with Henry Turnbull, though not inti- 
minately. I remember taking part in gen- 
eral conversation in the club at the time of 
the quarrel, but I don’t remember that anything 
was said about Loubat’s expulsion.” When the 
witness was asked if he did not aid and ab®@t the 
quarre! by assisting in getting out the defama- 
tory circular, the counsel got into another 
tangle. Mr. Choate fell back on his old plea of 
proving bias, and wanted to show that the quar- 
rel was not between Loubat and Turnbull but 
between Loubat and other influential members 
of the vlub who wanted to influence the Govern- 
ors through the circular. 

Judge Van Vorst did not believe that the gen- 
tlemen could 
poison. 

“Using your own apt illustration,” said Mr. 
Choate, “itis my opinion that they would take 

oison sooner if it was presented by three or 

our leading physicians after consultation than 
if it was accompanied by a note from a drug 
clerk. In form this circular was signed by 
Henry Turnbull, but in fact it was signed by 
three other far weightier men. They would 
adopt this shrewd, insidious method of influ- 
encing the Governors rather than by personal 
application. As in contesting wills, it is not nec- 
essary to show express solicitation in order to 
prove undue influence.” Mr. Carter argued that 
if any three men could thus influence the Govy- 
erning Committee it could not exercise its func- 
tions. He pronounced the idea “ too supremely 
absurd” to be entertained. 

The court ordered a recess, decided against Mr. 
Choate, and Mr. Hunter was asked to temporari- 
ly step aside. Mr. Frederick Sheldon, who was 
on the Governing Committee at the time of the 
quarrel, got the lawyers into another squabble 
on the subject of talking over the matter in_ the 
club. The court decided that while the Gov- 
ernors had a perfectright to discuss the matter 
among themselves, they should not go around 
among the members like busybodies. Mr. Shel- 
don said that until the circular came out the 
matter was comparatively little discussed among 
the members. Witness was Chairman of the sub- 
committee. Two sessions were held on the ey- 
idence taken by a stenographer. The reasons for 
issuing the circular were not investigated. Mr. 
Cadwallader drew up the report in ac- 
cordance with instructions. Mr. Turnbull was 
present only while his own» testimony was 
taken, with J. N. Piatt, another member of the 
club, as counse.. He might have been present 
the rest of the time had he so reques The 
evidence was not afterward communicated to 
him, nor was it intimated to him that expulsion 
was contemplated. Mr.Sheldon did not remem- 
ber that Mr. Cadwaliader or any other member 
remarked that it would be only fair to call Loubat 
in or give him a copy of the evidence. 

The circular came up again, and the lawyers 
fenced for a half-hour. Finally Mr. Choate said: 
“ If the confident assertions of the counsel on the 
other side are true, there is nothing for a Ju 
to decide oracourt to hear.” The court 
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any sense a “legal” mem erning 
Committee at the time of the quarrel. He was 
the only la on the sub-committee, but did 
not personally conduct the e on. Henry 
Turnbull was never a client of his, but 
William had been for years. e did 
not think that he had heard ubat's 
expulsion talked of before the meeting on May 
25, 1882; at any rate, it had left no impression on 
his mind, and he went into the meetisy unde- 
cided. It was not true that he had said before 
the meeting that Loubat should be expelled so 
far as his vote went. He was not consulted by 
Turnbull about publishing the circular. A copy 
was mailed to him but he refuseti to read it. He 
did not know who gave information to the press 
and he did not care. He had not seen any re- 
porters “ or other suspicious-looking characters,” 
as Mr. Choate expressed it, in the building. Wit- 
ness could not fastened to dates or dinners 
with Turnbull, but he said he dined out often 
and had eaten dinners with Mr. Choate. “In 
fact,” he said, ** Mr. Choate is a more ble 
man at dinner than he is in court,”’ The men- 
tion of dinner suggested adjournment. The case 
goes on to-day. . 


THE OLD GUARD ANNIVERSARY. 


A PARADE, A RELIGIOUS SERVICE, AND A 
DINNER IN THE ARMORY. 

The Ninth Regiment band, wearing brill- 
jant scarlet uniforms, formed in line at Fifth- 
avenue and Fourteenth-street yesterday after- 
noon. A crowd at once collected. The band 
marched into the armory of the Old Guard, and 
the crowd attempted to follow, but was kept 
back by stalwart policemen. Gentlemen in 
sombre black, or in the latest Spring costumes, 
disappeared between the files of policemen into 
the armory at intervals, and reappeared in white 
coats, blue trousers, and bear-skin hats. It 
was the anniversary of the formation of 
the Old Guard.

THE INDICTED OFFICIALS. 


Judge Barrett, in the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer, yesterday dismissed the indictments 
against Deputy Warden Philip Kiernan, of Lud- 
low-Street Jail, holding that the evidence taken 
on the trial of Sheriff Davidson proved that it 
would be impossible to convict Kiernan of the 
forgery alleged against him. Kiernan was there- 
fore released and his bail discharged. 

Jacob Wertheimer, the Sheriff’s clerk, who is 
charged with false pretenses, and David Mc- 
Gonigal, the Order-of-Arrest Clerk in the 
Sheriff's office, who is charged with having 
extorted money from prisoners in civil cases, 


were arraigned. Their counsel demurred to the 
indictments on the ground that the deliberations 
of the Grand Jury had not been secret, as they 
should have been, but were attended by a ste- 
nographer, whose presence was contrary to the 
express provisions of the Code of Criminal Pro- 
cedure, and to the intention of the Legislature 
that the Grand Jury should be a secret and sacred 
body. whose minutes should be kept by one 
of its own members. District Attorney Olney 
denied that the stenographer had been pres- 
ent when the Grand Jury deliberated, and 
— that the stenographer was not a stranger 
within the meaning of the Code, but a necessary 
adjunct to the District Attorney in his capacity 
of adviser to the Grand Jury. 

Judge Barrett said that it did not appear that 
the stenographer had. done anything prejudicial 
to the prisoners, and decided that he was, for the 
purpose of taking testimony, a necessary part of 
the machinery of justice, just as an interpreter 
is when witnesses are examined who do 
not speak English. Under a reasonable 
interpretation of the Code he was not 
a stranger to the Grand Jury. For these reasons 
Judge Barrett overruled the demurrers, and 
called on Wertheimer and McGoniga)l to plead. 
Their counsel refused to allow them to do so, 
saying they wished to save all their rights. 
Ju Barrett therefore ordered formal pieas of 
“not guilty” to be entered for them, Their 
trials were not set down for any special day, and 
District Attorney Olney intimated that he would 
transfer the cases to the Court of General

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RUGG’S GUILT TO BE PROVED. 
THE JURY COMPLETED AND THE DISTRICT 
ATTO OPENS THE CASE. 

When the Court of Oyer and Terminer 
opened in Long Island City yesterday morning, 
ex-Judge Busteed had a new question to add to 
the 87 he propounded to’ the jurors called for the 
trial of Charles H. Rugg. It was this: 

Do you believe the moral attributes to be as highly 


developed in the negro as in the white man? 
Judge Busteed set his glasses on the bridge of 


his Ciceronian nose, and in thunder tones he bom- 
barded the jurors with the 87 old questions and 


the new one added. District Attorney Fleming 
contented himself with simply asking wi.ether 
the jurors were op to capital punishmcnt 
and would render a yerdict according to the evi- 
dence. Judge Busteed, on the other hand, was 
very careful to exclude prejudice against the 
pogo in any way. Fourteen names were called 
before the five men necessary to complete the 
ury were secured. The persons selec were 
ohn Wells Lott, farmer, South Jamaica; Edwin 
Craft, yom: planter. Rockaway, Hempstead; 
George Fiarbrother, Village Trustee and milk- 
dealer, voaening; Albert Smith, grocer, Rock- 
away Beach, empstead; Henry Schroeder, 
grocer, Long Island. The jury as constituted are 
an intelligent-looking lot of men. 

The court took a recess after the completion 
of the jury. In the afternoon the trial com- 
menced. There were Deputy Sheriffs and con- 
stables at every door, outside and in. Rugg 
came in d as on vy He sat behin 
Mr. Shiels and Mr. Quarles, his lawyer. Dis- 
trict Attorney Fleming opened the case for the 
people. He said he would prove that Rugg bor- 
rowed 25 cents in Roslyn on the morning of Nov. 
17, 1883, the day on which the murders occurred. 
The negro left Roslyn to go to Oyster Bay, and 
although stopping at Glen Cove, he did not get 
there until 8 o'clock that night. It would be 
shown that a colored man was seen near the 
Maybee homestead between 4 and5o’clock on 
the afternoon of that day,and that a colored 
man was seen going toward Glen Head from 
the direction of Brookville after the crime was 
committed. On Sunday night Rugg was in the 
company of Lance Conklin, of Poverty Hollow, 
Oyster Bay. He had plenty of money then. He 
went with Conklin Monday morning and bought 
a watch, besides paying $22 or $23 for furniture. 
That night he staid at a disorderly house in New- 
York. e went to a pawnshop there and put in 
pledge a watch. In the case of the watch wasa 
ecard, which he uested the pawnbroker not 
toremove. When the officers found the watch 
and took out the card the name of Lydia Ro- 
maine Maybee .appeared inscribed in the case, 
although an effort had been made to remove it. 
The prosecution would prove, the District At- 
torney continued, that Rugg worked for the May- 
bees two years ago and slept there. That ex- 
plained his familiarity with the premises. The 
prosecution would not appear before the jur 
with a confession unsupported, but with proofs 
of the prisoner’s connection with the crime. 

Mr. els, for the defense, demanded that the 
District Attorney should elect on which count in 
the indictment Rugg was to be tried. The re- 

uest was denied by the court. Phoebe Weeks, 
the village school teacher of Brookville, was put 
on the stand. She left the house of the Maybees 
at 4 o’clock on the day of the murders, after a 
visit of three-quarters of an hour with Mr. and 
Mrs. Maybee. She did not see Ann Eliza Maybee, 
‘but heard a noise in the kitchen which she sup- 
posed to have been made by the latter. 

| Baxter, while passing the Maybee place 
on way home from Andrew Jackson Rem- 
sen’s, at 6 o’clock on that evening, saw Mr. May- 
bee at the window covered with blood and cry- 
ing murder. Heasked Baxter to find his wife 
and daughter. Baxter alarmed the vie in the 
neighborhood. Mr. Quarles asked the witness to 
repeat his talks with und 8. Tappen. In an- 
swer toan objection by the District Attorney 
Mr. Quarles said the defense proposed to intro- 
duce a confession wherein Tappen admitted par- 
ticipation in the murder and did not implicate 
Rugg. The court ruled the matter out until 
future developments made it admissible, 

Jacob Fitting, Jr., found the bodies of the 
women in the leaves in the stable. Ann Eliza’s 
hand was sticking out, and a piece of Mrs. May- 
bee’s apron was visible. He helped carry the 
bodies to the house, but noticed no marks of vio- 
lence en them. 

Di of the Maybee place were shown, 
and then William H. Remsen,a neighbor and 
friend of the Maybees, was called. e was in 
the house the night of the murder after the 
bodies were found. He examined the rooms, and 
found the bottom drawer of the bureau in Mr. 
Maybee’s room open and the contents disturbed. 
On the floor was an envelope containing a bank- 
book. On the cross-examination, Mr. Remsen 
said Edmund Tappen gave him the alarm. Tap- 

n did not go to the Maybee house with him, 

ut arrived shortly after he did. 

Rugg worked for him, Hewlett Simonson said 
a year ago last October and November, and be- 
fore that he had worked for Mr. Maybee for 
abouta month. Mr. Maybee brought Rugg to 
the witness for employment, recommending him 
asa goodhand. At thattime Mr. Maybee, now 
blind, could see a little. The houses of the wit- 
ness and Mr. Maybee were about three-fourths 
of a mile apart. The witness spoke very low, 
and Juror Lott moved uneasily in his seat. At 
last he exclaimed: ** Give him a trumpet or some- 
ane, so we can hear him, or bring him down 

ere.’ 

“Speak up so the jurors can hear you,” said 
the court, 

George Hendrickson, of Oyster Bay, said he 
lived in Brockville until the early part of last 
November. His house was opposite the Maybee 
pee. He saw Rugg cutting wood for Mr. May- 

, two years ago last September, he thought. 
Rugg slept inthe house. The District Attorney 
asked how long Rugg worked for the Maybees. 

“T can guess at it,”’ was the reply. 

“No guess-work, Sir, when a man’s life’s is at 
stake,” said Judge Busteed. 

The witness thought he would be prepared to 
answer definitely to-day. 

W. H. Simonson, the son-in-law of Mr. Maybee, 
said the old man was in such poor health that he 
could not appear in court. The trial was then 
adjourned until to-day.

THE SHOW-CASES TO BE REMOVED. 


In September, 1882, the Board of Alder- 
men passed over the Mayor’s veto a resolution 
granting to storekeepers in Fourteenth-street, 
between Broadway and Sixth-avenue, permission 
to place show-cases for the display of their goods 
on the sidewalks, within six feet of the house line. 


The occupants of the store No. 50 East Four- 
teenth-street, acting under this permission,placed 
show-cases 10 feet high in front of their place,thus 
hiding the windows of the otcupants of the stores 
at Nos. 48, 46, and 44 from the view of persons 
approaching them from the east. A great many 
other cases were also puton the sidewalks, ob- 
structing the view and impeding the progress of 
passers-by. Mr. George Le Boutillier, dry goods 
merchant, of No, 48 East Fourteenth-street, re- 
cently, through his counsel, Mr. Francis Schell, 
obtained from Judge Lawrence, in Supreme 
Court, Chambers, an order to the Mayor, Alder- 
men, and Commonalty to show cause why 
they should not be compelled by a mandamus 
to revoke the ordinance, and also to the Com- 
missioner of Public Works and the Superintend- 
ent of Incumbrances to show cause why they 
should not be compelled to remove the obstruc- 
tions. This order was based on affidavits made 
by Mr. Le Boutillier and Messrs. George D. Car- 
roll and John D, Cutter, of Nos. 46 and 44 East 
Fourteenth-st., respectively, setting forth that 
the show-cases were nuisances. 

Argument on the application for a mandamus 
was heard by Judge Barrett. Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel Dean appeared for the respondents, 
and argued that no mandamus could be grayted 
to compel the revocation of the ordinance com- 

lained of, inasmuch as the discretion of the local 

egislature, exercised in the passing or rejecting 
of a resolution. was not subject to control by 
the mandate of a court, and especially 
as the members of that body were not 
by name made parties to the roceeding. 
He also insisted that the Commissioner of 
Public Works and the Superintendent of In- 
cumbrances were not bound by any specia) duty 
to Mr. Le Boutillier, and therefore could not be 
compelled to obey his demand for the removal of 
an alleged street obstruction; that the proceed- 
ing was defective because the owner of the show- 
cases specially complained of had not been given 
notice, and that Mr. Le Boutillier’s proper rem- 
edy was a suit against that person for damages. 

udge Barrett has overthrown the Assistant 
Corporation Counse!’s pleas and@nullified the Al- 
dermanic ordinance. In his decision, made yes- 
terday, he says: “ It appears that the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works and the Superintendent 
of the Bureau of Incumbrances refuse to remove 
an unlawful obstruction to one of the streets of 
the city because of a resolution of the Board of 
Aldermen permitting such obstruction. The 
board has no power to permit the streets to be 
obstructed in the manner disclosed in the 
morning papers, and the case of The Peo- 
ple ex rel. O'Reilly against The Mayor 
and others is a direct authority that 
a mandamus will lie to compel a removal, not- 
withstanding the resolution of the board. If the 
cases referred to by Mr. Dean were overlooked 
by the Genera!

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ENGLAND'S PRESENT TO AMERICA, 
Oo 
THE STEAM-SHIP ALERT FOR THE GREELY 
SEARCH EXPEDITION. 

The steam-ship Alert, which was pre- 
sented by the British Government to the United 
States, and will be one of the vessels of the Greely 
relief expedition, arrived here yesterday from 
London, and was docked at the Brooklyn Navy- 
yard. Lieut.-Commander C. F. Goodrich, of the 
United States steam-ship Lancaster, brought 
over the Alert, with a crew of aboyt 
30 seamen of the British merchant service, 
who merely shipped for the run. The voy- 
age occupied 24: days, and was avery stormy 


one. No attempt was made to drive the steamer 
when the wind and sea were unfavorable. She 

t with several storms, the worst of which was 
on aes 9, when, in latitude’ 44° and longitude 
86°. e sea then rose to a great height and 
tossed the vessel about very roughly. A number 
of waves swept over the bulwarks and one of 
the boats was stove, but no other damage was 
caused. The Alert, during her recent voyage, 
proved herself to be a remarkably stanch vessel 
and an excellent sea boat. Her engines worked 
vor smoothly throughout the passage. 

e steamer was built of wood at the Pem- 
broke dock-yard in 1856, and was originally a 
five- sloop-of-war. In 1874 she was thor- 
oughly overhauled at the Portsmouth dock- 
yard, and was fitted up specially for an_arctic 
exploring vessel. She took B yt inthe English 
arctic expedition in 1875, and proved herself ad- 
mirably fitted for such work. She was eee 
turned over to Minister Lowell on March 
The Alert is now re ed as one of the strong- 
est vessels afloat. e isters 1,045 tons, and 
is 179 feet long over all, and 160 feet at the water 
line, Her breadth of beam is 824 feet, and when 
fully equipped she draws 15 feet. Her displace- 
ment capacity i3 1,240 tons. The vessel is bark- 
rigged, and is provided with spars of full sailing 
vessel proportions, with patent sopen® yards, 
which can be reefed or furl from the 
deck, There are nine boats hanging from 
heavy iron davits, several of. them _  ice- 
boats. The bows of the vessel for some 
feet above the water mark,jas far aft as 
the fore rigging, are sheathed with iron plates, 
which will protect her when forcing her way 
through ice-fields. The hull is divided into six 
water-tight compartments, and is strengthened 
by new planking and extra deck beams. The 
bulkheads are three inches thick, and are tongued 
and bolted with iron. Her outside is sheathed at 
the water line with planking nine inches in 
thickness, It tapers above and below to four 
inches. An extra waterway has been fitted in- 
side on the lower deck beams. 

The former engines of the Alert were taken 
out when she was fitted up for the aretic expedi- 
tion of 1875. Her present engines are of the com- 
pound self-condensing type and are of 60 nomi- 
naland 360 indica horse-power. They were 
built by Hawthorn & Co., of Newcastle, and 
were originally placed in the British sloop-of- 
war Cygnet, but were removed from her before 
they had been used. The Alert has « Griffith's 
screw pooveine. which can be hoisted to the 
deck when the vessel is surrounded by ice. There 
are two large shear-legs aft and a steam-crab 
amidship tor this purpose. The pumping facili- 
ties of the Alert are remarkably good. She is 
provided with self-canting anchors. Her bul- 
warks are saeenene high. and form an admira- 
ble protection to the decks in heavy weather. 
The Alert will probably sail from this port some 
timein May. The only officers who have yet 
been assigned to her are Capt. Coffin and Lieut. 
Badger. The Bear will probably sail from the 
navy-yard to-morrow. The crew were busy 
taking in stores yesterday.

BONDS WORTH MILLIONS NOMINALLY. 

Immediately after the French had left 
Mexico and Maximilian had been shot, a pro- 
visional Government was formed there, which 
made a contract with Daniel Woodhouse and 
other American capitalists for the negotiation of 


its bonds. A large number of bonds were 
issued and sold. Subsequent revolutions les- 
sened their value, and many of them 
were bought in by Mr. Woodhouse, who 
deposited them with the Manhattan Engraving 
Company. Thiscompany went into the hands of 
a Receiver, and Mr. Woodhouse died, leaving his 
widow as his sole Executrix. Mrs. Woodhouse 
seems, according to the allegations of Charles M. 
Simpson, to have first sold the bonds to him and 
then to one Emil H. Brie, who assigned his title 
in them to Robert Bliss, who passed it to Row- 
land N. Hazard and Stephen F. Moriarty. Judge 
Brown, in the United States District Court, re- 
cently decided that Bliss and his Assignees hada 
prima facie right to the bonds, and ordered 
the Receiver of the Manhattan Engraving Com- 
pany to hand them over to those Assignees, with- 
out prejudice to the rights of other claimants. 
They were t erred, and Mr. Simpson has 
brought a suit in the Superior Court to recover 
them, and has procured from Judge Truax a pre- 
liminary injunction restraining Messrs. Hazard 
and Moriarty from disposing of them. The bonds 
are 4,981 in number, and represent a par value of
